Counties 
reaffirm 
water pact

San Luis Obispo County has reaffirm­ 
ed its joint commitment with Santa Bar­ 
bara County to participate in the state 
water program, Fourth District Super­ 
visor 
Francis H. Beattie said today. 
The reaffirmation came out of a joint 
meeting of supervisors from the two 
counties in San Luis Obispo yesterday. 
Besides Beattie Santa Barbara County 
was represented by Supervisors Joe 
Callahan, Second district; Curtis Tunn- 
ell, 
Fifth District; Dan Grant, Third 
District; George Kading, county counsel; 
Sue Thresher, assistant deputy county 
counsel; and Normal Caldwell, director 
of public works. 
Beattie is chairman of the board; 
and Tunnell is chairman ofSanta Barbara 
County Water Agency. 
All five of San Luis Obispo County’s 
supervisors were present. 
The combined county representatives 
heard William Gianelli, director of the 
State Water Resources Board explain 
the rising financial problems of the State 
Water Project. 
Beattie said there was a consensus 
that the state water would eventually 
cost much more per acre foot than had 
originally been estimated and that Santa 
Barbara County would need supplement­ 
al water beyond the state project and pro­ 
posed Lompoc Dam and Reservoir soorv 
er than expected. 
Santa Barbara County has requested 
57,700 acre feet annually and San Luis 
Obispo County 25,000 acre feet. Delivery 
of the first portions of the state allot­ 
ments had been estimated som etim e in 
the mid or early 1980s. 
Beattie 
said 
Santa Barbara County 
would probably exhaust the state water 
and supplies from Lompoc Dam in the 
early 1990s, or about thirty years soon- 
er than expected. 
Yesterday’s meeting was the 1969 
edition of annual sessions held by the 
two counties since the two signed a 
joint committment for state water in 
the late 1950s. 


The two counties are locked together 
because of a regional interest in the 
coastal aqueduct, key to the diversion 
of state water from the Central Val­ 
ley transm ission line, according to Beat­ 
tie. 
“ Eventually the two counties must de­ 
cide whether to finance the cost of 
the aqueduct or arrange for the state 
to under take the project,” Beattie said. 
"Either way the aqueduct must be built 
before either of the counties can get a 
drop of state water.” 
Beattie said the supervisors from the 
two counties were agreed that they want­ 
ed to proceed to fulfill their original 
commitment for the state water. He said 
there was also a consensus 
that the 
Santa Ynez River watershed and par­ 
ticularly the Lompoc Valley area must 
press forward to build Lompoc Dam and 
Reservoir. 
"There was a firm conviction that 
each of the counties would eventually 
have to conserve every drop of local 
water supplies that can possibly be de­ 
veloped," Beattie concluded. 
The next meeting 
of the county bod­ 
ies will be timed to coincide with water 
studies of engineers for the two coun­ 
ties.

Stolen 
credit card 
search 


SACRAMENTO (UPI)— Police and de­ 
partment store managers throughout the 
west hope thousands of blank credit cards 
and the equipment for processing them 
will be recovered before the Christmas 
shopping rush beings. 
“ To our knowledge no credit cards 
have yet been passed,” said police Lt. 
Howard Jernigan, chief of the Sacramento 
burglary detail Friday. The cards and 
embossing equipment, along with cour­ 
tesy identification were stolen last week 
from the Addressograph-MultigraphCo., 
which supplies them for business. 
Jernigan said no arrests have been 
made and no equipment or cards re­ 
covered. 
Many of the cards were imprinted 
with the names of department stores, 
banks, oil companies, government ag­ 
encies, even Nevada casinos, and would 
be acceptable at stores across the na­ 
tion. 
Jernigan said the burglars were “ pro­ 
fessionals. I'm sure they know what 
they were looking for and they took 
exactly what they needed.” 
Special 
credit checking precautions 
are being taken by department stores 
credit managers. 
“ It didn’t really start the week out 
right when I got the phone call” in­ 
forming him of the theft, said Ray 
Jones, credit manager at Montgomery 
Ward. Many of the cards are from 
Montgomery Ward and are acceptable 
at any branch in the country!* he said.

Nixon says his efforts to curb inflation 
may be painful and unpopular, and he is 
appealing to all segments of the nation 
to join his administration’s fight against 
the persistently 
rising cost of living. 
In a radio address to the nation Fri­ 
day, Nixon called for monetary 
re­ 
straint by government, business, labor 
and consum ers to help stop the spiral 
of rising prices that through August of 
this year went up at an annual rate of 
6 per cent. 
His m essage, 
broadcast 
at 4 p.m., 
was put in nontechnical language that 
housewives 
listening at home at that 


tim e of day could understand. 
Present inflation was caused by defi­ 
cit spending under President Lyndon B. 
Johnson — . . . Nixon 
Administration 
policies 
of budgetary 
restraint 
and 
tight credit are beginning to show results 
and will "make it easier for you to bal­ 
ance your family budget” . . . business 
should help by curtailing price increas­ 
e s and investment . . . labor should 
temper wage demands . . .and consum­ 
e rs should show restraint in credit and 
purchasing.

Soviet spaceship 
returns safely to earth 


MOSCOW 
(UPI) — The Soviets today 
safely brought back to earth their Soyuz 
8 spacecraft and its twoman crew, com­ 
pleting their biggest week in space, a 
period that saw seven cosmonauts or­ 
biting simultaneously in three ships. 
The Tass news agency said Soyuz 8 
ended its five-day fight in the Karaganda 
recovery area in central Asia, as had its 
sister ships, 
Soyuz 6 and 7 on Thurs­ 
day and Friday. The cosmonauts were 
reported in good condition. 
The craft came down at 12:10 p.m 
Moscow 
time 
(5:10 a.m. EDT), mak­ 
ing such a precise 
landing that a heli­ 
copter pilot in the area could watch its 
descent from earth and the cosmonauts 
em erge, Tass said. 
It quoted a cosmonaut at the space 
center, Pavel Belyayev, that the crews 
of the three ships “ carried out a great 
number of manual operations connected 
with maneuvering. 
Much experience 
has been gained in controlling the flight 
of a large group of planes." 
Prior to their return, Tass aid Soyuz 
8 
crewmen Col. Vladimir Shatlov and 
engineer Alexei Yeliseyev tested "new, 
extrem ely convenient 
ways of naviga­ 
tion." 
The cosmonauts established commun­ 
ication with the flight control center 
through a communications vesset named 
after the dead cosmonaut 
Vladimir 
Komarov, 
somewhere in the Atlantic 
Ocean, 
and the communication 
satel­ 
lite Molniya 1, the agency said. 
"The 
experiment 
was 
successful. 
Communications 
were 
stable " Tass 
said. 
The agency also said Shatlov and Yeli­ 
seyev 
held a "space press confer­ 
ence,” answering 
questions of Soviet 
journalists. The questions and answers 
were not reported. 
Soyuz 7, with three cosmonauts on 
board, parachuted to a soft landing Fri­ 
day, a day after Soyuz 6 came down with 
its two cosmonauts. All are reported in 
good condition, Soyuz 
6 went up last 
Saturday, Soyuz 7 on Sunday and Soyuz 8 
on Monday. 
According to official reports, the mis­ 
sion of the space 
troika had been ac­ 
complished “according to plan." Among 
other things, the men carried out cold 
welding experim ents, weather research 
and geological observations. 
Western 
space 
experts 
say this 
week's flights left many questions un­ 
answered — although it may be possible, 
they said, that the seven 
cosmonauts 
accomplished things that the Russians 
were not willing to disclose. 
Some* speculated that unexpected dif­ 
ficulties may have developed during the 
flight of the three Soyuz ships, 
pre­ 
cluding spectacular results. 
The government newspaper Izvestia 
said Friday night the purpose of the 
three-craft flight had been to “bring clos­ 
er the period of permanent orbital space 
ships." 
As Soyuz 7 was lowered gently onto 
Soviet ground Friday, the Russians an­ 
nounced their fifth launching in a week. 
An unmanned research vehicle, Cos­ 
mos 
302, 
was fired into orbit from 
the Baikonur space center.

Overwhelming win for Park

Chung - hee thanked South Korean vot­ 
ers today for approving a constitutional 
amendment allowing him to seek 
a 
third four-year 
term, promising them 
he will continue 
“ national moderniza­ 
tion." 
Overwhelming passage of the amend­ 
ment indicated the proAm erican pres­ 
ident would have little difficulty in his 
bid for a third term —something liberal 
students 
promise to oppose, violently 
if necessary. 
"With renewed 
determination, I will 
try to conduct national affairs to meet 
the public aspirations and expectations, ” 
Park’s thank-you statement said. “ I will 
strengthen 
our march toward national 
modernization further and consolidate 
our stability and order." 
The 
52-year-old Park, who came to 
power in a coup 
in 1961, 
had threat­ 
ened to resign 
immediately if the vot­ 
ers 
had 
rejected 
the 
constitutional 
amendment 
permitting 
him to run for 
the third term in 1971. 
With 92 per cent of the votes count­ 


ed, 
unofficial 
returns 
showed 
the 
constitutional 
revision had received 7,- 
04 i ,552 
votes — well over a simple 
majority of the 11.5 million votes cast. 
There were 3,325,610 votes against the 
amendment and 369,000 invalid ballots. 
The opposition New Democratic par­ 
ty said the voting was fradulent to an 
extent 
unprecedented in past national 
elections. Its 
spokesman, 
Song Won- 
Young, said his party’s 
poll watchers 
were forces from some ballot counting 
places. 
Park did not actively campaign him­ 
self, leaving it up to his supporters in the 
ruling 
Democratic 
Republican party. 
They said unless Park was permitted 
to run again, the nation's booming econ­ 
omy and political 
stability would 
be 
seriously threatened. 
Park's supporters also claimed that 
only he could 
effectively deal with the 
ever present threat of aggression from 
Communist North Korea. 
The heaviest 
support for the amend­ 
ment 
came 
from the nation’s rural 
areas, where Park lias kept rice prices 


high 
and taxes relatively low. He also 
did well in some of the cities he lost 
in the 1963 and 1967 presidential elec 
tions. 
Unofficial totals indicated that Park 
probably would carry all 11 provinces ex­ 
cept Seoul. 


Students were among the most out­ 
spoken 
opponents 
of 
the amend­ 
ment. Several months of violent clash­ 
es with police over the issue preceeded 
I riday’s 
balloting. But closure of un­ 
ruly 
campuses 
by school authorities, 
done according to some under govern­ 
ment pressure, limited later protests. 
Park 
drew 
heavy support from the 
nation’s 
600,000 -man armed forces 
and some 
360,000 public servants and 
their fam ilies. 
Although 
Park has proved to be a 
staunch 
friend of the United States 
American officials 
here were careful 
to avoid influencing the balloting. U.S

29, a cab driver whose body was 
found Saturday night in the Presidio 
Heights section of San Francisco. 
He sent along a swatch of blood-soak­ 
ed 
cloth which police said appeared to 
com e from Stine's shirt. 
The letter warned the killed might 


make school children his next victim s. 
In rural Napa County, officers rode 
on buses Friday while in Sausalito, po* 
lice cars followed buses. Drivers all 
over the Bay area were drilled on pro­ 
cedures to follow should Zodiac attempt 
to make good his threat. 
The drivers were under orders not to 
stop under any circumstances — to keep 
driving as fast as possible and as far 
as possible with headlights on and horns 
blowing to attract attention and assist­ 
ance. 
Meanwhile, the state attorney gener­ 
a l’s office is heading a coordinated ef­ 
fort by the San Francisco 
and Vallejo 
police departments and the Napa 
and 
Solano county sh eriffs offices to locate 
the killer fascinated with astrology. 


The 
killings began last December 
near Vallejo, about 30 miles northeast 
of here, rhey have been woven together 
by the killer’s morbid notes filled with 
astrological terms written to local news­ 
papers and police departments boasting 
of his cleverness and threatening further 
bloodshed. 


on Dec. 20, 
Thomas Faraday, 17, 
and 
Bettilou 
Jensen, 
16, were killed 
in a Vallejo lovers lane. In July, Mrs 
Darlene Ferrin 22, was killed in another 
secluded Vallejo spot. The killings were 
not

SEOUL (UPI)— Communist North Koi 
ean infiltrators ambushed a U.S. Arm 
truck in the southern part of the Dem 
itarized Zone (DMZ) today and kille 
all four American Gls aboard with han 
grenades and small arms fire. 
The attackers vanished before Allie 
troops reached the scene. 


L.S. military spokesmen said the am 
bush was sprung on the unsuspectin 
Gls in the western sector of the DM 
which divides North and South Korea 
Lhey said the Americans were head 
ing to their base after servicing equip 
ment at a United Nations outpost nea 
the southern boundary of the DMZ whei 
the communists struck. 


Lhe bodies of the slain American 
were found inside the truck by allie 
troops but the communists were gon« 
the spokesmen said. 
Die names of the dead soldiers wer 
withheld pending notification of the fam 
ilies. 
It was the first inc ident in five month 
involving American Army troops guard 
ing the Korean truce front althouel 
there have been numerous clashes be 
tween South Korean and North Koreaj 
forces. 
On March II, U.S. and North Koreai 
outposts 
exchanged several rounds q 
fire near the truce village of Banmunjon 
There was another fire fight two day! 
later. 
On March 15, 
during the joint U.S.- 
Korean paratrooper exercises 
Focus 
Retina, North Korean soldiers pinned 
down a U.N. work party, killing one GI 
and one South Korean soldier and wound- 
ing two Americans and one South Korean 
Later that day, a U.S. army heli­ 
copter evacuating the wounded 
rashed 
near the border and killed seven Gls 
and one South Korean soldier. 
On April 12, North Koreans fired twice 
on a U.S. 2nd Infantry Division patrol 
but no one was hurt. Three days later, 
North Korean MIG fighters shot down a 
U.S. EC 121 reconnaissance piane over 
the Sea of Japan, killing all 31 men 
aboard. 
On May 16, one American and one 
South Korean soldier were wounded in 
a clash with North Korean infiltrators. 
Four days later, Amercian infantrymen 
killed one North Korean intruder.

Food sweetner bonned 


WASHINGTON

-T he 
government today banned the 
general use of cyclamates, used 
to sweeten foods and bevera­ 
ges, because of new evidence 
that the product caused cancer 
in laboratory rats. 


Robert H. Finch, secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare, 
said he was ordering a halt to 
the use of cyclamates even 
though ' ‘we have no evidence at 
this point that cyclamates have 


indeed caused cancer in hu­ 
m ans." 
Finch aid his decision to 
remove 
cyclamates, 
widely 
used in diet drinks and foods, 
from the list of substances 
"generally recognized as safe 
for use in foods" should not be 
considered 
an 
"emergency 
m easure." 
The low calorie sweetener 
will still be available to those 
who need them for medical 
reasons.

FBI informer testifies

students to "burn your draft 
cards, break the laws, disrupt

U.S. government, go to 
jail," to stop the Vietnam War. 
The witness, Carl Gilman, a 
reporter 
for 
a San 
Diego 
television station, testified over 
strenuous defense objections, 
Gilman said Dellinger, head 
of the National Mobilization 
Committee to End the War in 
Vietnam, told an audience at 


San 
Diego State 
College 
a 
month before the 1968 Demo- 
cratic National Convention he 
was "going to Chicago where 
there may be some problem s." 
Defense attorneys raised ob­ 
jections as soon as Gilman said 
he would testify concerning the 
July, 1968 
speech. Attorney 
Leonard Weinglass said that 
before a public speech could be 
introduced as evidence against 
a defendant, the prosecution 
should be forced to show the 
speech represented a clear and 
present danger in the situation 
in which it was delivered. 


Thieu confirms shooting 


SAIGON (UPI) - President 
Nguyen Van Thieu, contradict­ 
ing his military spokesmen, 
said today a South Vietnamese 
gunboat did indeed fire on a 
Soviet trawler offshore Friday. 
The president told newsmen 
on a field trip to the Mekong 
Delta that there was "some 
shooting4' and that the gun­ 
boat’s salvo left "maybe one or 
two holes" in the Soviet vessel. 
"I don’t believe it will create 
any diplomatic incident," Thieu 


said. 
Earlier, 
one of his military 
spokesmen in Saigon had said 
that a government naval vessel 
chased the Soviet ship from 
territorial waters but "there 
was no shooting." 


Said Thieu: " I don’t believe 
that before we chased it away 
that our navy knew whether it 
was 
Russian 
or 
not." The 
positive identification, he said, 
was made "afterw ards."

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All-out reform 


While the tum ult and the shouting over tax reform mav 
have declined since passage of the omnibus House meas-- 
ure, the issue is still far from settled. 
By the tim e the Senate finishes working it over, the 
more radical House changes are likely to be considerably 
toned down. Apparently already out, for exam ple, is the 
House effort to remove state and m unicipal bonds from the 
tax-exempt category. 
This exemption has been widely publicized and roundly 
criticized as a loophole perm itting the wealthy to rake in 
sometimes vast sums in interest without so much as a nod 
in the direction of the tax collector. But the move to close 
it has aroused something like panic in state and thousands 
of local governm ents, which have m ore than $120 billion in 
issues currently outstanding. 
The bonds have been a relatively inexpensive method of 
supplementing inadequate local tax income since no-tax 
status m akes them attractive to large investors despite in­ 
terest rates considerably below current m arket levels. 
The adm inistration, which is sym pathetic on the bond- 
exemption issue, is now working on another schem e to aid 
state and local treasuries. It reportedly envisages creation 
of a new agency which would function virtually as a bank 
in issuing federally guaranteed bonds at m arket-level in-

terest rates and fully taxable. The proceeds, for use pri­ 
m arily in m ajor capital im provem ent projects such as 
w ater system s, would then be loaned to local governm ents 
at lower interest rates. The interest difference would be in 
effect a federal subsidy to local government, estim ated to 
run about $150 million a year initially on bond issues of 
something like $5 billion. 


Well-intentioned as they m ay be, however, neither tax 
exemption for local bonds nor the new federal bond scheme 
really comes to grips with the basic problem in state and 
local finances. This is the im balance in the national tax 
structure. As long as local governm ent m ust rely prim arily 
upon insufficiently flexible and too often unfair revenue 
sources such as property and sales levies while the federal 
governm ent retains a virtual monopoly on the more effi­ 
cient and highly lucrative income tax, local finances will 
continue to be a m atter of chronic crises, expedient rem e­ 
dies and handouts from Washington. 


As long as the tax reform issue is still with us. perhaps 
we should raise our sights, aim ing not simply at the fed­ 
eral system but a com prehensive overhaul of federal state 
and local structures and a fairer sharing of the burdens 
and benefits among them. 


Virginia governorship

RICHMOND, Va. (NEA) 
Republican Linwood Holton, 46-year- 
old Roanoke lawyer, appears to have the 
best chance for a GOP capture of the 
Virginia governorship from the long- 
entrenched Democrats since a Repub­ 
lican nominee hit the 45 per cent vote 
mark in 1953. 
Should Holton beat Democrat William 
C. Battle, victor over 
the crumbling Byrd 
organization and son 
of a former gover­ 
nor, it would give the 
Republicans 
three 
governorships 
in 
the 11-state Old South 
(the others being Ar­ 
kansas and FloridaV 
Virginia’s 
1969 
race, then, is clearly 
a test-tube measure 
of the extent of which theGOP is growing 
in the South at the state-local level. 
A Holton victory would vastly encour­ 
age national Republican planners who al­ 
ready have 1970 designs on the governor­ 
ships in Tennessee and Georgia andU.S. 
Senate 
seats 
presently Democratic in 
Texas, Tennessee, Florida and even 
V irginia. 
Holton as 1965GOP governorship nom­ 
inee got 36 per cent of the vote while 
losing to Gov. Mills Godwin, Byrd ma­ 
chine Democrat. 
• This time out, Holton has much more 
going for him. 
He 
is trading most heavily on his 
friendship with President Nixon, who 
may come into the state to campaign 
for him but has not yet committed him­ 
self to a specific date. The candidate’s 
argument is a familiar one: With good 
access to the White House he can do 
more for Virginia than “outsider” Wil­ 
liam Battle. 


Many 1968 Nixon campaigners are 
beefing up Holton’s organization and his 
campaign is being run by a Texas im­ 
port, Marvin Collins, a political man­ 
agement specialist drawn in at the sug­ 
gestion of James Allison, deputy chair­ 
man of the Republican National Commit­ 
tee. 
The committee is said not to be ad­ 
vancing any money. But, except for a 
brief period of panic, the Holton forces 
are confident they can muster the $500,- 
000 they want to spend. 
Though his link with Nixon is the 
cornerstone of his effort, Holton thinks 
he got a useful lift from a quick ser­ 
ies of endorsements from the state AFL- 
CIO leadership, the black “Crusade” (a 
loose federation of black local leagues) 
and a large cluster of business and 
civic types. 
The Battle forces scoff at these en­ 
dorsements, saying the labor leadership 
cannot command the rank-and-file follow­ 
ing, that the “Crusade” is badly split 
with only the Richmond elements back­ 
ing Holton, that the business-civic roster 
is most notable for the absence of the 
really influenctial Virginia names. 
Holton and his managers have their 
ready rebuttals. 
The nominee himself says the business 
endorsements 
represent the “ younger 
leadership” and that some of the older 
types would also have joined in, except 
for the fact they did not want to “throw 
cold water in Godwin’s face.” 
Holton’s managers say the labor en­ 
dorsement at least assures that the 
leaders’ money and organizational mus­ 
cle will not be spent for Battle. That 
kind of effort is credited with having 
large effect in recent Democratic con­ 
gressional victories around the nation. 
As for the “Crusade,’’Republicansar­ 
gue that even if only the dominant 


Richmond blacks deliver (Richmond has 
some 20 per cent of the state’s black 
vote\ Holton could cut hard into Bat­ 
tle’s potential. 
Holton figures he is benefiting, too, 
from the two bruising prim aries the 
Democrats waged. 
Some disgruntled 
backers of the Byrd candidate, Fred 
Pollard, are throwing in with the GOP. 
The same thing is happening with some 
supporters of Henry Howell, the color­ 
ful liberal Battle edged out in a tough 
runoff. 
Beyond all this, Holton evidently is 
serving as a focus for the same kinds 
of antiorganization, antiestablishment 
discontent which are afflicting many vot­ 
ers nationwide.

New battle tool 


Behind the scenes one of our coun­ 
try’s most - respected and consequen­ 
tial bankers is proposing to Treasury 
Secretary 
David M. Kennedy a new and 
fundamental tool in the battle against 
inflation. 
It involves the idiotic torture called 
our tax system. The 
idea 
requires basic 
and difficult changes. 
Accordingly, there is 
no real hope that the 
new idea will see the 
light of day in the tax 
bill now 
floundering 
in Congress. But sel­ 
dom 
have 
so many 
officeholders 
talked 
so 
wildly about 
so 
much 
without 
ever 
revealing at least two basic 
counter­ 
pressures in the inflation problem. 
On one hand, the government is deter­ 
mined to 
reduce business expansion 
loans from the banks. Treasury Secre­ 
tary Kennedy has been passing the word 
about this among all bankers, urging a 
cutback. 
Washington has been cutting 
back on government construction, and 
the purpose is to reduce business con­ 
struction on borrowed money in our 
so-called overheated economy. 
This is one reason the tax bill calls 
for eliminating the tax credit, which com­ 
panies receive for making capital ex­ 
penditures. It is likewise a reason for 
the high - interest - rate tool the gov­ 
ernment is counting on to slow up busi­ 
ness borrowings. 
Encouraging to Treasury officials, 
such borrowings” growth rate has now 
moderated to about a 2.2 per cent annual 
rate. But in the latest weekly report by 
those 340 Federal 
Reserve member 
banks 
that do report, their business 
loans, 
on a seasonally adjusted basis, 
were $77 billion 834 million. This shock­ 
er 
represents 
a 12.4 
per cent in- 
c rease over the same week last year. And 
no persuasion by Mr. Kennedy can suc­ 
cessfully attack that situation in the bat­ 
tle against inflation. 
The other required fundamental in the 
inflation fight is to increase the public’s 
unused cash in the form of savings. And 
on this side of the equation the situation 
is even worse than in respect to business 
loans. 
From the Atlantic to the Pacific de­ 
posits in the nation’s 
savings banks 
are showing a drastic 
decline. State 
and other laws specify what is now an 
interest ceiling (usually 5 per cent) 
noncompetitive 
with 
other 
available 
rates, and this is boomeranging in the 
battle against inflation. 
For example, for the first time in 19 
years New York State’s savings banks 
experienced a net deposit outflow in­ 
stead of inflow in August. In these banks 
alone it was $47.7 million. 
Accordingly, and indisputably, 
the 
main thrust of anti-inflation taxation 
should be twofold: to reduce the incen­ 
tive for business loans on one hand and 
increase the incentive for savings de­ 
posits 
on the other. And that is the im­ 
portant double - objective of the new pro­ 
posal. 
A company can deduct as business 
expense 
the interest on the money it 
borrows for expansion or any other pur­ 
pose. If the borrowing company pays 
the bank, say, 9 per cent on loans, the 
actual cost of a loan is less than half 
that because more than half the interest 
expense is compensated for by the tax 
deduction. 
This fact is seldom commented on, but 
it explains why the high interest rates 
are nowhere 
near as powerful a tool 
against business - loan expansion as 
usually claimed. In fact, the record 
shows 
that, with the interest being tax- 
deductible, 
companies care very little 
about the interest cost on bank loans 
when they contemplate building added 
facilities. 
Yet, what happens to those people who 
save money —as the government urges? 
They receive no such benefit; In fact, 
they get exactly the opposite tax treat­ 
ment. The savers’ interest in savings 
banks is taxed as income. 
The important new proposal reverses 
this. It calls for no tax deduction on busi­ 
ness - expansion loans. It calls for no 


tax on the interest from a savings - bank 
account. 
In short, the proposal provides the 
battle against inflation with a double­ 
punch as effective and properly aimed 
as the two-inch jab made famous by Joe 
Louis. 
The currently debated anti - inflation 
tax bill, weighing three pounds, is too 


gigantic for Congressmen to read and 
too confusing for anybody but Einstein 
to understand. But the new proposal is 
so eminently sound 
in terms of ob­ 
jectives, and the tools now employed 
against our inflation are such a mystery 
to the public, that exposing this new idea 
may at least reveal the real guts of the 
misunderstood inflation problem.

DOOR PROBLEMS MAY 
HINGE ON HARDWARE 


Bv MR FIX 
Too .many people cannot 
resist reaching for a plane 
when a door sticks or does 
not 
close 
properly. 
While 
shaving off a chunk of wood 
may be the eventual answer 
to the problem, less drastic 
measures are g e n e r a 11 v 
called for. 
Usually 
at 
fault 
is 
the 
h a r d w a r e , not the door. 
Hinges and other hardware 
i.ems work loose in time. If 
yours is a new house, they 
may not have been properly 
installed. Before you do any­ 
thing else, check the hard­ 
ware. Make certain that the 
screws that hold the hinges 
in place are good and tight. 
Maybe your door closes 
easily but does not remain 
closed because the latch bolt 
isn’t in the strike-plate open­ 
ing. 
If you examine the plate 
closely, you may find that 
the opening in it doesn’t line 
up with the latch bolt. Try 
moving the strike plate a 
fraction of an inch up or 
down, in or out. Sometimes 
taking the plate off and filing 
the opening so that it is a 
little larger is enough and 
you won’t have to move the 
plate. 
Mavbe 
the 
bolt 
doesn’t 


reach 
the 
opening 
in 
the 
plate at all, even though it 
lines up with it. Shim the 
plate closer to the door by 
placing pieces of cardboard 
behind it. 
If the door sticks and tight­ 
ening the hinges doesn’t cure 
the trouble, then look else­ 
where. Find out where the 
door rubs against the frame. 
A sheet of paper inserted be­ 
tween door and frame should 
slide easily all around the 
door. 
Where 
it 
doesn’t 
is 
where the rubbing occurs. 
If the door sticks at the 
bottom near the outside cor­ 
ner, then the bottom hinge 
may be recessed into the 
fram e too far or the upper 
hinge not far enough. Shim 
the bottom hinge with layers 
of 
cardboard 
between 
the 
h i n g e leaf and the jam b. 
This will push the lower part 
of the door away from the 
frame and lift it slightly. 


Not all doors stick in these 
places. Sticking may occur 
along the vertical edges and 
in several 
places. 
In 
this 
case, a slight trimming is 
needed. Although you can do 
the job without removing the 
door if only one small spot 
needs tending, you had bet­ 
ter remove the door if more 
extensive planing is needed.

One lady who doesn’t com­ 
plain of not having anything to 
wear - at least for the theatre 
— is Betty (Mrs. John) McCar­ 
thy of 300 N. Third. 
Ambitious to become a cos­ 
tume designer for the theatre 
or movies, she made, then be­ 
gan collecting, vintage clothes 
from relatives and friends while 
an 
art major at Santa Maria 
College (now Allan Hancock). 
“ I wanted to further my studies 
at 
the Pasadena Playhouse,” 
she explained, “ but I got mar­ 
ries and my husband was trans­ 
ferred. So that was the end of 
that.” 
But her love of the entertain­ 
ment world continued to grow— 
along with a menagerie of 19th 
and 20th century fashions. Dres­ 
ses, corsets, petticoats, frilly 
hats, fur pieces for women; pin­ 
striped pants, celluloid collars, 
pongee shirts, smoking jackets,' 
tucedos, linen jackets and vests 
for men; and all types of hats 
and shoes represent some of 
the 100-odd period pieces and 
costumes 
that date 
from the 
1880’s to the late 1940’s. 
Betty used to loan some of 
them to groups and individuals 
for special occasions, “but I 
had to stop. People just wouldn't 
take care of them.” With age, 
the material progressively be­ 
comes more fragile, she declar­ 
ed. 
The most complete costume, 
-her favorite, is the oldest in 


her collection - a black silk 
wedding suit, vintage 1880’s. 
The long silk skirt is topped 
by a black velvet jacket with 
dainty studs. Three thicknesses 
include lining and interlining, 
revealing such extras as a tiny 
pocket inside the jacket lining, 
next to one of several stiff 
stays. The long silk skirt, which 
brushed the ground, is hemmed 
with black corduroy for durabil­ 
ity andstiffness. “ Most of this 
dress was hand-stitched, 
al­ 
though they did have treadle ma­ 
chines in those days,” Betty 
noted. 
Authentic accessories included 
a white petticoat, beadedbagand 
black silk fan. Additions were 
purchased later for this ensem­ 
ble: pince-nez glasses, a bon­ 
net, a gold watch. 
Not content with just collect­ 
ing theatre props, the 29-year 
resident 
of Lompoc has kept 
both feet on the stage. Besides 
her period 
costumes, she has 
her own Chinese, Spanish and 
clown outfits, the latter for her 
pantomine performances. 
She has worked with celebri­ 
ties 
while touring with USO 
shows, 
participated on Gene 
Forsell's “ Looking In” televi­ 
sion show on Channel 3, pan­ 
tom ined for civic groups and or­ 
ganizations, helped form little 
theatre 
groups, 
taught arts, 
crafts and dancing, and creat­ 
ed props and scenery 
for a 
local dance studio. 
For 
years, she has worked 
full-time with the city recrea­ 


tion department and is current- 
ly employed part-time as Senior 
Citizen Advisor. She also di­ 
rects that group's band, “Nuts 
and Bolts.” 
Undaunted, she rides Honda 
motorcycles, 
enjoys camping 
and travel and has resumed her 
oil painting pastels and sculp­ 
ture. 


But the collecting of antiques 
of all types, has turned into 
interest of great magnitude for 
Betty and husband John, who 
adds to their museum pieces a 
batch of antique clocks, all in 
working condition. Blending into 
their home decor are many ar­ 
ticles, from furniture to dishes, 
a huge 
cream separator once 
used on farms, hand-crank tele­ 
phones, curling irons and ebony 
brush and comb sets. Especial­ 
ly curious is a razor once car­ 
ried in women’s purses for the 
sole purpose of shaving foot 
corns. 


A six-foot-tall chapel organ 
manufactured by a Chicago or­ 
gan company stands in carved 
grandiloquence. 
Purchased in 
Missouri, the organ is walnut 
and has been tenderly refurb­ 
ished. “We removed six coats 
of blackened varnish, one at 
a time, by using denatured al- 
colhol,” said Betty. The natur­ 
al finish highlighting the wood 
grain was accomplished with 
beeswax and turpentine.

Orders for 1970 proof coin 
sets will be accepted by the 
San Francisco Assay Office 
beginning Nov. 1. Mrs. Mary 
Brooks, new director of the 
mint announces. Acceptance 
of orders will continue until 
the mint reaches the limit 
of its production which has 
never 
exceeded 
3 
million 
sets in the last few' years. 


Each order is limited to 
five sets. 15 less than last 
year. This is to a s s u r e a 
more equitable distribution 
and reduce excessive specu­ 
lation 
by 
investors. 
Price 
per set will be $5, including 


handling and shipment by 
first-class, registered mail. 
A set consists of one each of 
the 50. 25. 10. 5 and 1-cent 
coins. 


All orders and correspon­ 
dence regarding proof and 
uncirculated coin sets should 
be directed to U.S. Assay 
Office, Num ism atic Service, 
350 Duboce Ave., San Fran­ 
cisco, Calif. 94102. 


It 
is 
my 
understanding 
that the Assay Office will 
begin m a i l i n g 1970 proof 
coin order cards to the E ast­ 
ern Seaboard area, Alaska, 
Hawaii, Puerto Rico and all 
foreign countries on or about 
October 15. 
Midwest mail 
will go out on October 16 and 
West Coast c a r d s on or 
about O c t o b e r 17. These 
cards are addressed to pre­ 
vious purchasers of proof 
sets, 
including 
those 
who 


had their orders 
returned 
for one reason or another on 
earlier issues. 
Receipt of any order or 
payment does not constitute 
acceptance of an order. Pay­ 
ments will be d e p o s i t e d 
pending acceptance or re­ 
fund and the Assay Office 
reserves the right to reduce 
or cancel any order, whether 
or not it has been acknowl­ 
edged. A reduction or can­ 
cellation of the proof minting 
program is always a possi­ 
bility and should this occur, 
appropriate refund will be 
made. 
Proofs are produced from 
special blanks, struck with 
highly polished dies to effect 
a mirrorlike f i n i s h which 
i d e n t i f i e s these coins as 
proofs. Proof sets will be 
manufactured a n d shipped 
during all of 1970. 
Mrs. B r o o k s a l s o a n ­ 
nounced the Assay Office has 
discontinued acceptance of 
orders for 1969 uncirculated 
coin sets as of Sept. 
30. 
Originally, the cut-off date 
was to be determined on 
receipt of 2 million orders or 
Sept. 30, whichever occurred 
first. It is believed the mint 
r e c e i v e d over 2 million 
orders long before the cut­ 
off. 
In announcing the m int’s 
policy on production of proof 
and uncirculated coin sets, 
Mrs. Brooks pointed out that 
the m int’s primary function 
is the production of adequate 
coinage for the c o u n t r y ’s 
com m erce and, 
after this 
has been accomplished, con­ 
sideration is given to pro­ 
duction of num ism atic item s 
for the hobbyist. She added 
that the mint will continue 
to do all it can for numis­ 
m atics and will make every 
effort to distribute its limited 
production of proofs and un­ 
circulated coin sets on an 
equitable basis.

La Goleta is the Spanish name 
for a two-masted schooner. The 
‘‘valley’’ is in reality a coas­ 
tal plain stretching from the 
sierras to the sea; the city 
itself hugs the boundaries of 
Santa Barbara. 
The Goleta Valley region has 
been inhabited by humans since 
5,000 B.C. Prehistoric Indian 
sites have uncovered skeletal 
rem ains of mammoths and mas­ 
todons, proof that milleniums 
ago the land was “ elephant” 
country witn jungle vegetation 
and a very rainy climate. 
Several 
prehistoric 
Indian 
rancherias preceded the land 
grants made by Mexico in in­ 
dividuals whose names serve as 
place names of modern subdivi­ 
sions and in ever fewer cases, 
the names of ranches owned by 
descendants of the “ first’’ fam­ 
ilies, says the Goleta Valley 
Chamber of Commerce. 
In addition to rich soil chem­ 
ically suited for growing fruit, 
Goleta was noted for the sur­ 
face mining of asphalt. When 
these mines were operating to 
their fullest capacity they turn­ 
ed out 60 tons of 90 per cent 
pure asphaltum every 24 hours. 
Walker A. Thompkins in his 
book, “ Goleta: The Good Land” , 


says that some of the historic 
streets of New Orleans are pav­ 
ed with Goleta asphalt. 
Oil has been found here as 
her natural gas, the latter ser­ 
vicing Los Angeles, 100 miles 
away. 
Each spring 
the California 
gray whale m igrates enroute 
to summer feeding grounds in 
the Bering Sea. They can be 
seen spouting along the kelp 
beds. For a time, they provid­ 
ed a raw m aterial for a flour­ 
ishing wnaie 
oil industry at 
Goleta. 
When 
a school was 
sited, boats set out and dyna­ 
mited. In a few days, six or 
eight carcasses floated to the 
surface and came in with the 
tide. The blubber was stripped 
off in chunks and melted 
and 
poured into barrels, which were 
shipped all over the world for 
use as fuel oil.

Some smokers can give up 
cigarettes with relative ease. 
' Relaxation" smokers have 
little or no trouble getting 
along w i t h o u t cigarettes. 
They have a ready substitute 
in after-dinner coffee, liquor 
or even a relaxing conversa­ 
tion after meals. 
On the other hand, the 
craving 
smoker has an 
extremely difficult time giv- 
. ing up the habit. He has built 
up a psychological need for 
cigarettes that c o m b i n e s 
with his own physical need 
and has locked in on the 
habit. It often means his go­ 
ing through all sorts of hell 
before the habit is overcome. 
How much the s m o k e r 
wants to quit is a decisive 
factor in eventual success. 
The 
"habit” 
smoker 
can 
quit easily if he really wants 
to. The "crutch" smoker can 
quit, too. but any stress or 
strain will drive him back 
to the weed. 


About 50 per cent of all 
smokers can quit if their 
motivation is strong enough. 
VY hat makes for strong moti­ 
vation varies from smoker to 
smoker. With some it's the 
death of a friend or member 
of their fam ily from 
lung 
cancer or heart disease or 
emphysema. With others, it's 
a simple realization of the 
facts: smoking is a disabling 
and deadly habit. 
Whatever it may be. Dr 
Morton L. Levi of Roswell 
Park Memorial I n s t i t u t e 
says, "Motivation, real moti­ 
vation on the part of the per­ 
son who wants to give up 
smoking, is the most impor­ 
tant factor in his or her suc­ 
cess. The most i m p o r t a n t 
elements in motivation are 
the health aspects. In other 
w'ords, knowledge regarding 
the health aspects. This re­ 
quires continuous reinforce­ 
ment and continuous exam­ 
ple.” 
Group sessions for would- 
be - n o n-smokers have been 
tried, usually along psychia­ 
try-oriented lines. Dr. Levi 
believes these are helpful, 
but in his practice he com­ 
bines medication with the 
sessions. On a depressing 
note he says, “ Most people 
who give up s m o k i n g on 
their own . . . or with pro­ 
fessional help, do not suc­ 
ceed the first time.” 


There are p r o b a b l y as 
many different systems as 
there are different brands of 
cigarettes. Some advise ta­ 
pering off, others suggest the 
guillotine approach, cut it ail 
off at once. Some substitute 
. other things, pipes, cigars, 
chewing gum . . . even paci­ 
fiers of a sort. 
Smoking clinics, which are 
a type of group session, have 
had a good deal of popularity 
(and have made a good deal 
of profit.) But unfortunately 
for the participants, accord­ 
ing to Dr. Starr Ford Jr., 
who was with the National 
Heart Institute, nearly half 
of those who complete the 
clinic courses start smoking 
again within six months. And 
a cure for cigarette smoking 
is only considered a cure if 
the ex-smoker has stayed off 
the weed for at least two 
years. 


Again we can see a pattern 
emerge. 
No one m e t h o d 
works for everyone, and all 
the methods only work for 
some people. This is because 
they do not take into account 


the variety of different smok­ 
ers, the variety of reasons 
for smoking. 
“ Why do I smoke?” An­ 
swer that and you will know. 
"How do I stop?”

Many airlines enter­ 
tain with full-length movies on 
wide screens during nonstop 
transcontinental or internation­ 
al flights. Youngsters can lis­ 
ten to the Children’s Theatre 
on stereo and relive exciting 
tales of adventure and fun. He’ll 
have his own headset, which 
the hostess will show him to 
use. 
Between showtime and meal­ 
time, children’s playthings and 
books are on hand to keep the 
under-12 
set interested and 
amused. And, of course, a lot 
of children from the age of two 
love to look at the pictures in 
adult magazines. 
It’s best to bring along one 
of your child’s favorite toys- 
something that he can play with 
in his seat. Not only will the 
familiar plaything add to his 
sense of security, but will help 
keep him by your side. 
A school-age child should 
bring a book to read, possibly 


one about airplanes, or about 
the city you are going to visit.

TURIN, Italy — (NEA) — 
When the world was larger 
and poorer, when n a t i o n s 
contacted each other only on 
the battlefield or at formal 
diplomatic 
receptions, 
the 
natural diversity demanded 
originality. 
Before the lights winked 
out all over Europe in the 
a w k w a r d 
period 
before 
World War I, the Macys of 
this planet never, never told 
the Gimbels. They wouldn’t, 
even if they could. 
As a good example of the 
Large W o r 1 d-D i v e r s i t y 
theory, consider the interna­ 
tional automobile industry in 
its early days when huge, 
h e a v i n g Fiats, Renaults. 
Mercedes, Daimlers, Rolls- 
Ro y c e s , Alfa-Romeos and 
P a n h a r d s rumbled along 
dusty roads. The cars were 
truly unique, perhaps be­ 
cause German engineers and 
designers seldom saw Brit­ 
ish 
motorcars, much less 
their designers, and Italian 
automen had little to do with 
their French confreres. It 
was both a matter of na­ 
tional pride and the lack of 
c o m m u n i c a t i o n s which 
forced individual nations to 
create automobiles in their 
own, very special, wav. 
The world today is a much 
smaller place—and this old 
cliche may well be the prime 
cause of the cookie-cutter 
cars which may soon flood 
the world. 
Make this test if you’re in 
doubt: Clip from your news­ 
paper side views of perhaps 
a dozen automobiles, both 
foreign and domestic (make 
sure the foreign examples 
are the larger cars). After 
you’ve got them properly sil­ 
houetted, turn the pictures 
over, shuffle them, and see 
if 
you can identify each 
model. It’s tough. 
Dante Giacosa, chief engi­ 
neer of Fiat, understands the 
problem but will disagree 
generally if asked if so- 
called international cars are 
basically similar. 
“ Although I am quite con­ 
vinced that we European 
manufacturers still build au­ 
tomobiles that are different, 
at least in approach and pur­ 
pose. European life is chang­ 
ing. 
' Everybody travels these 
days and so there is an auto­ 
matic influence, an interna­ 
tional flavor. We can all be 
influenced. A clever idea in 
the United States can also be 
a clever idea in Italy, can it 
not? And vice versa ’“ 
Giacosa suggests that eco­ 
nomics may have an even 
greater bearing on the de-

sign of the international or 
I-car than any other factor. 
"In creating a simpler sys­ 
tem of production,’’ he says, 
“there is—there must be—a 
good deal in common. All of 
us are attempting to build 
more efficient automobiles. 
To do so, it is necessary to 
borrow.” 
Fiat has r e c e n t l y pre­ 
miered its major assault on 
the I-car market, the six-cyl­ 
inder, three-litre, 130 model, 
the largest Fiat ever built 
and, perhaps, the most ex­ 
pen si ve ( p r i c e in Italy: 
about $5,000). 


It is a handsome automo­ 
bile, quiet, powerful, com­ 
fortable, efficient with plenty 
of trunk space, seating capa­ 
city and headroom. But. at 
first glance, it looks like a 
Mercedes. Or an Ambassa­ 
dor. Or a Peugot. Or a BMW. 
Or a Volvo. 
Clearly, it is the “ interna­ 
tional’’ car, a vehicle bland 
enough to be accepted by 
Frenchmen, Germans, Eng­ 
lishmen. I t a l i a n s , Ameri­ 
cans, etc. There may be a 
few Italiante touches for old 
times’ sake, but not enough 
to disturb world sales. 
As we chatted, both warm­ 
ing to the subject, I became 
more and more convinced 
that, ultimately, only three 


a u t o m o b i l e s will be pro­ 
duced for the world’s con­ 
sumers,. There will be plenty 
of options, of course, but 
three basic forms: Cheap, 
medium-priced and expen­ 
sive.

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Winter garden bouquets 


W IN AT B R ID G E 


One of the nicest things about 
gardening in California is the 
color we enjoy from annuals and 
shrubs in winter. While eastern 
gardeners are confined indoors, 
Californians can be picking bou­ 
quets of many and varied flow­ 
ers. 
If you plant now, you can have 
winter color from such favor­ 
ites as Snapdragons, Stocks, 
Pansies and Violas. There are 
outstanding color choices avail­ 
able — plant breeders have in­ 
troduced lovely shades to de­ 
light the home gardener. For 
instance, it is possible to ob­ 
tain Violas in the tradition­ 
al yellow and blue choices, and 
there are also apricot, ruby, 
and white varieties. And, there 
are hybrid Snapdragons whose 
blooms are larger with more 
vivid colors. Members of the 
California Association of Nurs­ 
erymen will have separate col­ 
ors — if you shop early. 
Iceland Poppies have been a 
must item for winter garden­ 
ers for a long time. Their crepe­ 
like blooAis borne on willowy 
stems add a certain charm to 
the garden. There are hybrids 
available 
now — Champagne 
Bubbles and Artist's Glory 
whose lovely colors are more 
intense and add unique shad­ 
ings to the cup-shape blooms. 
They make excellent cut flow­ 
ers. 


Calendulas also offer lots 
of possibilities with which the 
gardener can show an artistic 
flair. The separate colors —- 
lemon, cream and gold to orange 
and persimmon — probably are 
the brightest in the winter gar­ 
den. 
Fairy Primroses are more 
subdued than Calendulas, but 
their pink, lavender or white 
heads of color are delightful 
in the late winter and spring­ 
time garden. Plant them as an 
edging for a walk or a border 
for a flower bed or as a cov­ 
er for Tulip bulbs and you'll

Patriarch of Kennedy family dead at 8i years of age 


HYANNB PORT, Mass. (UPI) - Jo­ 
seph P. Kennedy, multimillionaire fath­ 
er of a President and two U.S. sena­ 
tors in a tragedy-stalked family, died 
today. He was 81. 


The patriarch of the fabulous Kennedy 
clan who lost two sons — one a P resi­ 
dent and the other a senator — to as­ 
sassins' bullets was an invalid since 
felled by a stroke nearly eight years 
ago. 


Death came at 11:05 a.m. (EST) after 
Kennedy, who was U.S. ambassador to 
Sreat Britain at the start of World 
War II, suffered the latest in a string 
of heart attacks Saturday. 
A family spokesman issued the fol­ 
lowing statement: 


“Ambassador Joseph P. Kennedy died 
peacefully today at his home in Hyannis 
Port. He was 81 years old. 
“ Mr. Kennedy was pronounced dead 
at 
11:05 a.m. by his physician. Dr. 
Robert D. Watt. With him at the time 
of his death were his wife and the 
members of his fam ily.“ 
“I cton’t believe he ever regali№d 
consciousness,” the spokesman added. 
Funeral arrangements were incomplete 
but it was likely the funeral and buri­ 
al would be held in Brookline, where 
the Kennedy family lived for a number 
of years. 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., 
his lone surviving sonwho spent the night 
in a lonely vigil at his father's bed­ 
side, was with the senior Kennedy when 


he died. The senator’s mother, Mrs. 
Rose Kennedy, his wife Joan and R. 
Sargent Shriver, 
U.S. ambassador to 
France, also were present. 
Family sources said the last rites of 
the Roman Catholic Church were ad­ 
ministered to Kennedy two or three tim es 
within the last month. 


As his condition deteriorated, all mem­ 
bers of the glamorous Kennedy family 
gathered at the Kennedy compound over­ 
looking Nantucket Sound where he once 
sailed with his family. Jacqueline Ken­ 
nedy Onassis, widow of President John 
Kennedy, flew in from her island 
home at Skorpois, Greece. Mrs. Ethel 
Kennedy, widow of Sen. Robert F. Ken­ 
nedy, came from Washington. 


A man who equated money with pow­ 
er and power with money, Kennedy mold­ 
ed a political family of flair and imag­ 
ination. 
Kennedy, a saloonkeeper’s son, amass­ 
ed a 
fortune estimated at up to a 
half-billion dollars. He admittedly was 
one of America’s 20 wealthiest men. 
But for all his wealth, his life was 
scarred with tragedy. Four of his nine 
children — including three of his four 
sons — died violently. 
A ssassins killed sons President John 
F. Kennedy and Sen. Robert F. Kenne­ 
dy, D-N.Y., who was running for the 
presidency in 1^68. A third son, Jo­ 
seph Jr., was killed in World War 11. 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-M ass., 
his lone surviving son, is considered 


a potential candidate for the presidency. 
However, his political future was dimmed 
after Mary Joe Kopechne, 28-year old 
Washington secretary and former cam­ 
paign worker for Robert Kennedy, died 
when a car driven by the senator went 
off a bridge on Chappaquiddick Island in 
mid-July 1961. 


The eldest Kennedy also leaves his 
widow, Rose, 79, and four daughters, 
Mrs. Sargent Shriver, wife of the am­ 
bassador to France, Mrs. Patricia Law- 
ford, former wife of actor Peter Law- 
ford, 
Mrs. Stephen Smith, and Rose­ 
mary Kennedy, who is mentally retarded 
and in a midwestern convent. 


Stricken with a stroke at his winter 


home in Palm Beach, Fla., in 1961, 
Kennedy, subsequently suffered a brain 
spasm, several heart attacks and, on 
March 5, 1967, a heart “block” for 
which he 
twice was given oxygen. 
When President Kennedy was assas­ 
sinated Nov. 22, P 63, his father was 
so ill the family waited 24 hours be­ 
fore telling him. Yet he was able to 
hide his anguish and watched his son’s 
funeral and burial in Arlington National 
Cemetery on television. 


Less than five years later, on June 5 
1968, 
he overheard a telephone con­ 
versation between his wife and son, Ed­ 
ward. The senator was relating to his 
mother details regardli^ the shootiwr

Bean describes moon 
as cake with icing 


SPACE CENTER, Houston (U PI)-T he 
mountains on the moon, their white rims 
made rosy by the low sun, looked as if 
someone had spread cake icing with a 
knife and shot BB pellets into the frost­ 
ing. 
That was Alan L. Bean’s imagina­ 
tive description of lunar terrain as the 
Apollo 12 astronauts put on a color tel­ 
evision show for the earth, a cjuarter 
million m iles away. 
Cmdr. Charles H. 
“ P ete” Conrad 
had a more mundane comparison. 
He said the moon’s Sea of Fertility 
was a grey-white concrete color that 
reminded him of the driveway in front 
of his iKxise at 102 Whispering Oaks, 
Tlmberlake Cove, Tex. 
But, again, said Conrad, it also looks 
something like the sand at Galveston 
beach when it gets wet. 
“Okay, we had a team of geologists 


checkir^ your driveway,” Mission Con­ 
trol wisecracked. “Now we’ll send them 
down to Galveston.” 
Conrad, Bean and Richard F. Gordon 
Jr. put on a 33-minute running commen­ 
tary, pointing the color camera out the 
hatches of Yankee Clipper as they came 
out from behind the dark side of the 
moon and sailed into orbit ranging from 
71 
to 
190 mile*, above the surface. 


They swung the camera to the hori­ 
zon and showed the great void of space. 
“The sky was never as black,” Con­ 
rad said. “ It’s not a dull black, it’s 
like an ebony black, the most black I 
have ever seen .” 


The TV show brought the astronauts 
to a high pitch of enthusiasm. 
“ 1 think you’ll like this,” said Bean. 
“ Boy, that’s beautiful. Look at the crat­ 
er. Wow-ee!” 


Procedure, agenda planned during secret SALT session 


HELSINKI (UPI) - American and So­ 
viet arms negotiators met in secret 
session today to work out procedures 
and an agenda for talks to try to freeze 
and possibly even reduce their nuclear 
arm ories. 
The first working session of the Stra^* 
tegic Arms Limitation Talks (SALT) 
opened in the American Embassy with 
the Soviet delegation headed by Deputy 
Foreign Minister Vladimir S. Semenov 
arriving in four Russian-made Volga 
cars. 


Waiting for them in a special chamber 
which delegates call the “The Salt Room” 
were Chief U.S. Arms negotiator Gerard 
C. Smith and his arms experts. 
The meeting lasted 90 minutes. Dele­ 
gation 
sources 
said 
the 
next meet­ 
ing would be held Thursday at the So> 


Viet Embassy, indiciUing a pattern of 
two or three meetings a week. 
A news blackout on what happened to­ 
day followed warnings that both Wash­ 
ington and Moscow wanted to keep it that 
way, at least in the preliminary stages. 
One source said it could be presumed 
the Americans and Russiand exhanged 
position (»q)ers and that these would be 
studied Wedne«jday with comments forth­ 
coming at the Thursday meeting. 
Ambassador Llewellyn E. Tliompson 
has not yet arrived from the United 
States where be is undergoing treatment 
for an ulcer and Philip J. Farley, alter­ 
nate U.S. representative at talks, 
is 
not expected until later in the discus­ 
sions. 
The Russians and the Americans c c h v - 
vened in an attempt to agree on how to 
go ahead to the Immensely intricate task 


of discussing limitation of their awe­ 
some arsenals of nuclear weapons which 
could largely destroy their countries and 
millions of persons. 
Neither side has come up at least 
publicly with any conditions for the talks. 
The SALT 
project has been nearly 
three years in the preparation and pros­ 
pects were for years of negotiating. 
President Ntxon in a m essage read at 
the ceremonial Inaugural meeting Mon­ 
day called for a halt land reduction 
in the nuclear arsenals held by both 
sides. The Soviet statement said Mos­ 
cow would do all it could to reach agree­ 
ment. 
“We are prepared to discuss limita­ 
tions on all offensive and defensive sys­ 
tem s,” Nixon said in his statement 
read by Smith. The statement reflected 
the balance of nuclear “ kill” which 


exists between the United States and the 
Soviet Union. 
Nixon said the United States must 
maintain weapons to defend itself and its 
A lllef but he believed it was possible 
“ that we can carry out our responsibil- 
llltle«^ under a muturally acceptable lim i­ 
tation and event a reduction of our stra­ 
tegic arsenals.” 


Semenov said “given genuine desire on 
both sides to seek mutually acceptable 
agreement without prejudice to the se­ 
curity of our states and all other coun­ 
tries it is possible to overcome ob­ 
vious com plexities and o b sta clea n d to 
bring about reasonable solutions. 


Diplomats said the preparatory stag­ 
es of SALT would probably run until 
Christmas then detailed talks w(^ld start 
early next year.

Apollo 12’s astronauts looped the moon 
with unerring precision today. Inspected 
their landing ship a final time and said 
“ we’re ready to go” for a pinpoint touch­ 
down on the lunar 
Ocean of Storms. 
. “ We’ve 
checked all the things we’re 
supposed to and they’re all shipshape,” 
Alan L. Bean radioed earth from inside 
the lander Intrepid’s cabin. 
So perfect was every aspect of Ameri­ 
ca’s second lunar landing mission that 
flight director M. Pete Frank told news­ 
men “ it’s 
at least 100 per cent effec­ 
tive. I’m just amazed.” 
He said nothing, including a minor 
skin irritation reported by flight com­ 
mander Charles “ Pete” Conrad, stood 
between the crew and their landing at 
1:53 a.m. EST Wednesday. 
Conrad, Bean and Richard F, Gordon 
slept through the day. Gordon will re­ 
main in lunar orbit aboard the com­ 
mand ship 
Yankee Clipper 
tcmight 
while his crewmates 
unlatch the land- 
Inc craft from the Clipper and descend 
to the surface. 
The three astronauts announced to the 
world “ the Yankee Clipper has arrived 
with Intrepid in tow” after a braking 
blast placed them in orbit at the end of 
a ЗУ2 day voyage from Earth. They were 
awed by the view and sounded like ex­ 
cited tourists with a scientific bent. 
“ It almost looks like somebody took 
som e 
cake icing and 
spread it with a 
big knife, laid in all around and then 
• somebody shot some BBs into it,” Elean 
• said in a midnight television spectacu­ 
lar. “ It really is beautiful.” 
Conrad and Bean spent more than an 
hour in the lunar module. They tested 
its communications 
system , using In­ 
trepid’s 
own power for the first time. 
They also checked the oxygen pressure 
in their moonwalk breathing unit. 
They began their fifth lunar orbit, 
ranging from 
63 to 76 
m iles high, at 
5:58 a.m. 
As the Navy commanders swept around 
the moon for the first time. Bean report­ 
ed one area looked “ like there was a big 
giant up here blowing sand all over the 
place.” 
But to Conrad, it looked more 
like a concrete driveway in front of 
his home in Timberlake Cove, Tex. 
As soon as they swept around from 
the moon’s far side on their first orbit, 
the astronauts turned on their miniature 
color television camera and showed the 
world a rugged, crater-pocked surface 
colored like “ light gray concrete with a 
touch of brown in it.” 
“ It looks Ike the beach sand at Gal­ 
veston when it’s wet,” Conrad said. 
Their description ranged from “ fan­ 
tastic,” 
“ tjeautiful” 
and 
“ wow-ee” 
to scientifically based observations of 
possible volcanic vents, fault-dropped 
valleys called grabens, fractures run­ 
ning through craters and long, trench- 
like features known as rlUes.

next election ballot with tax 
reform measures are receiving 
a cool reception from Assembly 
speaker Robert T. Monagan.

“ It was quite a life,” Fristoe 
said in his cell. “ I escaped 
from Carson City because I 
wanted to be free. Since then, 
I’ve really burnt the candle at 
both ends,” 
Fristoe, weatherbeaten, wrin­ 
kled, also his spare hair snowy 
white, was sent to prison in 
1920 for killing two Nevada 
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sheriffs deputies in Ely. They

chasing him after he 
broke into a store and stole 
some 
salt 
pork, 
a 
rifle, 
ammunition and a car. 
Fristoe 
said 
he 
traveled 
extensively after he escaped in 
1923 with another inmate. A 
year later, he said he shot a 
man named Rowe in Cuero, 
Tex., because the man wouldn’t 
pay his oil drilling crew.

Fristoe 
married 
a 
woman from New York City in 
1927. They later moved to Old 
Orchard Beach near Portland, 
Maine, before World War II.

He said he later lost all his 
money in a cattle venture in 
Wyoming.

Employes might be 
asked to pay county 


County supervisors debated 
the merits Monday of whether 
or not to require three county 
welfare department employes to 
“buy back” or give up vacation 
time due to allegations by the 
county auditor’s office that they 
have taken more sick leave and 
vacation time than they earned. 
Supervisors wound up contin­ 
uing the case indefinitely when 
Jerald Haws, counsel for the 
County Employees,’ Assn., ex­ 
plained that “these cases go 
back 10 and 13 years.” He said 
the employes in question had 
relied on records kept in their 
departments, which subsequent­ 
ly have not jibed with audi­ 
tor’s records. 
Previously, the County Em­ 
ployees’ Assn. had taken the po­ 
sition the auditor’s office had 


virtually coerced a number of 
county employe** to make back 
payments in similar cases aft­ 
er being dunned and threatened 
with legal action. 
Assistant 
County Counsel 
Dana Smith upheld the right 
of the county to requirement 
the “back payments.” He said 
the case might constitute a gift 
of public funds otherwise and 
result in a taxpayers’ suit. But 
Haw 
warned the board the 
county faced a long legal fight 
in this case. He said in a sim­ 
ilar case in another county the 
wrangle took 12 years to re­ 
solve. 


The cases of the three em­ 
ployes involved constituted a to­ 
tal of about 15 days' work, 
the board was told.

Sheriffs department repre­ 
sentatives on Monday asked the 
Board of Supervisors to boost a

becomes available. 
The supervisors also request­

$150 million black market in India 


WASHINGTON

U.S. 
diplomat 
stationed 
in 
Saigon testified today that the 
Vietnam war effort is under­ 
mined by a $150 million a year 
currency black market run by 
Muslim 
money manipulators 
from India. 
Robert R. Parker told the 
Senate permanent investigating 
subcommittee that U.S. banks, 
Americans in Vietnam and GI 
deserters hiding out in Saigon 
participate in the racket which 
has been described by some as 
a billion dollar operation. 
Parker 
was 
an embassy 
attache and assistant director 
of the U.S. Aid program in 
Vietnam until last month. He 
also worked under U.S. Ambas­ 
sador Ellsworth Bunker on â 
special investigation of black 
market currency manipulation. 
“ Black marketeers and illicit 
money changers have built a 


racket which has been estimat­ 
ed overall as running over $150 
million a year in Vietnam,” 
Parker testified. 
“ ...They create an atmos­ 
phere of illegality and fraud, 
immorality and cynicism...give 
aid and comfort to the enemy. 
They undermine what we are 
trying to achieve in Vietnam.” 


Parker said Indian Muslims 
run the racket and are so well 
organized they have a “ legal 
services” department which 
promptly pays the fine of any 
money changer caught, 
and 
sets him back iqj in business. 
Parker was the first witness 
at the hearings which climaxed 
a 
five-month 
subcommittee 
investigation. 


According to \ Parker, 
the 
Vietnam currency black market 
uses code-named bank accounts 
in the United States, accounts 
in Hong Kong and money swaps 


in Saigon to reap profits from 
the 
difference 
between the 
official and black market rates 
of exchange for U.S. dollars 
and Vietnamese paisters. 
“ The government’s official 
rate is 118 piasters to adollar,” 
Parker said..“ But on the black 
market, a dollar is worth at 
least 200 piasters.” 
An aide to the subcommittee 
said its investigators have been 
in Vietnam for five months 
looking into an operation that 
involves U.S. dollars as well as 
Vietnamese paisters. 
Sen. Abraham Ribicoff, D- 
Conn., subcommittee chairman, 
said federal officials, econom­ 
ists, banking experts, business­ 
men, and others would provide

of

currency transactions through 
banks in the United States and 
Hong Kong totaling about $360 
million during the past five 
years.

“Any reduction in our im­ 
ports produced by U.S. restric­ 
tions 
not accepted by our 
trading partners,” Nixon told 
Congress, “would invite foreign 
reaction 
against 
our 
own 
exports. Reduced imports would 
thus 
be offset by reduced 
exports and both side^ would 
lose.” 
Nixon said he favored more 
liberal world trade and plans to 
appoint a special commission to 
develop more far-reaching poli­ 
cies 
for dealing with trade 
problems of the 1970s which 
“differ significantly from those 
of the past.” 
But in a special message to 
Congress, he objected among 
other things to the so-called 
American selling price system, 
a device by which the value of 
imports for tariff purposes is 
set by the price of competitive 
American products Instead of 
the actual price of the foreign 
product. 
“The special advantage it 
gives particular protkicers can 
no longer justify its heavy cost 
in terms of the obstacles it 
places in the way of opening 
foreign markets to American 
exports,” the President said. 
Nixon said removal of the 
“selling price” system would 
bring reciprocal reductions in 
foreign tariffs, including Eu­ 
ropean 
road 
taxes 
which 
discriminate against American 
larger vehicles. 
The President said that while 
“freer trade brings benefits to 
the entire community” it can 
also 
cause 
hardships 
for 
particular industries, firms and 
workers. 
He recommended liberaliza­ 
tion of measures in the P>62 
Trade Act to allow adversely 
affected industries to obtain 
relief where increased imports 
were the primary cause of 
“actual or potential serious 
injury.” 
Any increase in imports now 
must be related to a prior tariff 
reduction in order to qualify 
industries for relief in the form 
of loans, technical assistance 
and tax relief. 
Nixon also recommended that 
the 
U.S. Tariff Commission 
continue to gather and supply 
needed factual information on 
such cases of damage but that 
the President determine whe­ 
ther industries are eligible to 
apply for assistance. The Tariff 
Commission currently has that 
authority. 
Nixon pointed out that “trade 
is a two-way street” and asked 
for 
expanded 
authority 
to 
retaliate against nations mak­ 
ing illegal or unjust restrictions 
on American exports. 
He asked expansion of the 
authority, contained in the 1962 
trade laws—the Trade Expan­ 
sion Act-authorizing the Pres­ 
ident to impose duties or other 


import restrictions on Imports 
of anv nation that treats U.S. 
agricultural nroducts unfairly 
He requested 
that

be 
broadened 
to 
cover unfair 
actions against all U.S. pro­ 
ducts.

It was not known whether 
Kennedy

he was, the object of his life­ 
long dream— seetng one of his 
sons serve a term as Presi­ 
dent — must have been nearly 
shattered. 


Kennedy served as U.S. am­ 
bassador to Great Britain under 
President 
Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt during 1937-41 and was 
known to friends and relatives 
as “The Ambassador.” 


His suffering —emotional and 
physical — was more than many 
men probably could have en­ 
dured. He suffered five heart 
attacks within six weeks during 
the summer of 1966, includir« 
three seizures in one day, July 
17. In December 1966, he spent 
13 days at New England Bap­ 
tist Hospital in Boston for treat­ 
ment of anemia and skin lesions. 
In September 1965, he was trea­ 
ted at the same hospital for 
hives and congestion of the 
throat and chest. 


The once athletic six-footer, 
confined to a wheelchair since 
suffering his stroke in 1961, 
made a partial recovery by 
sheer guts and a strict regim m 
of exercises. But his health 
failed again and he never fully 
recovered.

To Clean Nylon Playpen

D EAR PO LLY—I am a young mother of two and had the 
same problem as Mrs. C. C. Our nylon playpen was dirty 
and yellowing from the gas heat. On a warm, sunny day, I 
took it out in the yard and scrubbed the mesh sides with a 
small, soft-bristled brush and a liquid cleanser. I cleaned 
the chrome legs with soap pads, then rinsed the whole 
thing with the garden hose and let it dry in the sun. It came 
out beautifully. I repaired two small tears in the plastic 
edging around the top with clear plastic tape and used the 
same for a tear in the pad.—MRS. J. G. 


DEAR PO LLY—I want to tell Mrs. C. C. how we cleaned 
our nylon playpen. After live years of constant use every 
day, cleaning would not do the job. We found a local do-it- 
yourself car wash where you use a steam wand (ours is 25 
cents for three minutes) which would remove every bit of 
the dirt, mildew, etc. To repair the plastic binding, we used 
a commercial stapler. 
Our first experience with such a car wash was for our 
indoor-outdoor bathroom carpet, which became very soiled 
from a plumbing leak. We took it on the car top carrier, 
spread it out over the car, washed it, placed it back over 
the carrier. It was dry when we arrived home, after 17 
miles of driving with the sunshine and wind on it.—LYNN

Salmon fishing came to an 
inglorious end Saturday with 
fishing about as poor as it has 
been tor some time. 
The final week of the sea­ 
son can only be regarded as very 
spotty with three or tour fish 
one day and then nothing on the 
next. The official take, as re­ 
ceived ft*om Harbor Associates 
in Avila Beach was 14 boats 
launched with 12 fish caught 
as of Friday, Nov. 14. 
While the salmon season has 
finished locally, those interest­ 
ed in going further afield will 
find 
the 
season 
open year- 
around north of Tómales Bay. 
Fishermen, however, are liable 
to find some extremely rough 
and cold weather in the northern 
area. Bottom fishing has also 
been on the slow side lately. 
Party boats going on the Point 
Sal area are doing better but all 
local spots are very quiet at 
this time. No one has any de­ 
finite answer as to where the 
rock fish are. All in all, it’s 
a rather disa^H^ointing condi­ 
tion. 
FRESH WATER FISHING 
Lopez Lake saw an end come 
to the 1969 trout season with 
fishing fair to good until the 
bitter end. The best fishing has 
been “ under the fence” east of 
the spillway. The trout tor some 
reason appear to be congregat­ 
ing in that locality. 
In regard to the small para­ 
site growth on the dorsal fins 
of some trout, we had an in­ 
teresting conversation with Joe 
Lannon, the chief park ranger 
at Lopez. He has been follow­ 
ing the pr(tolem with great in­ 
terest and says the DFG as­ 
sures 
him 
that there is no 
danger to the fish or to public 
which eats the trout. It is a 
small parasitic worm that is 
caused by a multitude of caus­ 
es. So far there has not been 
an official report from the DFG 
but as soon as something is 
learned, it will be reported. 
Lopez Lake is getting very 
mossy 
and steps 
are to be 
taken to halt the growth of al­ 
gae, according to Lannon. 
Margarita Lake has had few 
anglers but those who have been 
there have done alright on bass 
and catfish. 
Nacimiento

proved with many limits

bass. Catfish are beginning to 
hit in almost any spot. Crappie 
fishing 
is very good with fish 
up to a pound and a half being 
caught. The best

crappie has been trolling with 
a “ Mepps” lure in deeper wat­ 
er.

N EW YO R K —( N E A )—Are 
quarterbacks in the National 
P’ootball League getting big­ 
ger and brawnier? 
In the N F L ’s biggest con­ 
frontation to date, between 
the Dallas Cowboys and the 
Los Angeles Rams in the 
L.A. Coliseum on Nov. 23. 
the opposing quarterbacks 
should indicate something. 
Roman Gabriel is 6-4 and 
weighs 220. The invaders’ 
Craig Morton is 6-4 and 214. 


And when the Rams enter­ 
tain the goliath Minnesota 
Vikings a couple of weeks 
later, Gabriel’s vis-a-vis will 
be Joe Kapp, 6-3 and 215. 


Every pro scout scouring 
the country is looking for 
these over-proteinized speci­ 
mens because the problem of 
visibility 
for pro quarter­ 
backs is getting more acute 
as the size of linemen in­ 
creases. 
But is it a definite trend? 
Can a mere mortal of a six- 
footer still succeed? 
You bet. 
In fact, a comparison with 
quarterbacks of almost 
a 
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decade ago reveals the start­ 
ling fact there has been a 
relatively modest increase 
in physical growth of quar­ 
terbacks. 
The average N F L starting 
quarterback in 1959 (there 
were 12 teams them stood 
6-1. weighed 198 pounds and 
was 2 9 years old. 


The average N F L starting 
quarterback in 1969 (there 
are 16 teams now) stands 
6-P4 . weighs 203 and is 29lz 
years old. 
Actually, the quarterback 
average of a decade ago 
would have been equal in 
size to today’s specimens if 
it hadn’t been dragged down 
by the presence of Eddie Le- 
Baron. Little Eddie. 5-7 and 
165, was unique even in his 
own time. 


The odd thing is that out­ 
side of Eddie, there wasn’t 
an N F L starter in ’59 who 
was shorter than 6-1. There 
are a half-dozen r e g u l a r 
quarterbacks 
operating 
in 
the N F L today who measure 
in at an even six feet. 


The smallest overall, at 6-0 
and 190. are Fran Tarkenton 
of the New York Giants and 
Charley Johnson of the St. 
Louis Cardinals. 
"They told me nine years 
ago,” s h r u g s Tarkenton. 
"every quarterback would 
have to be 6-4. And here I 
am. Still.” 
(It might be noted, though. 


that Messrs. Gabriel, Kapp 
and Morton have their teams 
convincingly on top of their 
respective divisions).

Since man’s first walk on 
the moon, witnessed by peo­ 
ple the world over, contro­ 
versy across the nation has 
grown regarding the alloca­ 
tion of government funds to 
the space program. 
According to the National 
GPbert Youth Poll, close to 
half of the nation’s youth 
feels government mo n e y 
should, instead, be spent on 
social programs. A college 
sophomore from Portland, 
Maine, stated. “ The cities 
are practically falling apart. 
That’s w h e r e mo n e y is 
needed.”. A 21-year-old girl 
from Jamaica, N.Y., asked, 
“ How much more important 
is a man on the moon than 
an infant in a slum bitten by 
a rat?” 
A high school senior from 
New Orleans took the other 
side, saying, “ The scientific 
knowledge we get from the 
space program more than 


justifies its expense.” Of the 
young people who came out 
in favor of the space pro­ 
gram, most stressed knowl­ 
edge 
and 
information 
as 
their reasons. Quite a few 
of them drew a parallel with 
Christopher 
Columbus; 
a 
high school j u n i o r from 
Cleveland said, “ If Queen 
Isabella hadn’t wanted to 
finance an expedition, Amer­ 
ica wouldn’t have been dis­ 
covered by Spain.” 
Gilbert Y o u t h Research 
polled young people aged 14- 
25 throughout the country on 
this question, with results 
broken down into divisions 
of age, high school, college 
and out-of-school status and 
r e g i o n a l areas. The Poll 
found youth almost evenly 
divided on the question, with 
the most observable differ­ 
ence 
o b t a i n e d 
between 
males and females (54 per 
cent of the males questioned 
were in favor of space pro- 
grams as compared to 


37 per cent of the females). 
Only a slight difference ap­ 
peared between age groups, 
with those 18 years and un­ 
der f a v o r i n g social pro­ 
grams slightly more than 
those over 18 (51 per cent as 
compared to 47 per cent). 
When the guidelines are 
school standing rather than 
age, approximately the same 
figures still pertain: 51 per 
cent of the high school stu­ 
dents favor social programs, 
as compared with 47.8 per 
cent of the college students 
and 46.8 per cent of those out 
of school. A high s c hool 
freshman from Peoria. III., 
said, “ It may be trite, but 
it’s still true—you have to fix 
up your own b a c k y a r d 
first.” 
While opinion was more or 
less evenly divided across 
the country, the Northcen- 
tral section was the only one 
to have more people in favor 
of money allocated to space 
p r o g r a m s (47.8 per cent) 
rather than to social pro­ 
grams (46.7 per cent). A 
Madison. 
Wis., 23-year-old 
stated, “ One of man’s nat­ 
ural 
instincts 
is 
explora­ 
tion.” The Northeast, South 
and West favor social pro­ 
grams more than space pro­ 
grams. 
The total breakdown of 
youth across the country on 
this subject was 48.6 per 
cent in favor of spending on 
social programs, 45.2 per 
cent in favor of spending on 
space programs, with the re­ 
mainder undecided. 
Gilbert Youth Research’s 
survey of young people is 
based on a National Proba­ 
bility Sample of 3,000 young 
people aged 14-25, which is 
projectable to the e n t i r e 
youth population of the coun­ 
try.

Excellent opportunities are 
anticipated 
for 
physicians 
through the next decade, but 
because the number of new 
physicians being trained is 
restricted 
by 
the 
limited 
capacity of medical schools, 
employment is expected to 
grow only moderately. 
An increase in demand for 
services 
will 
result 
from 
factors such as population 
growth, rising health con­ 
sciousness of the public and 
the 
trend 
toward 
higher 
standards of medical care. 
An estimated one-third of 
the physicians engaged in 
private practice are general 
practitioners; the other two- 
thirds are specialists in one 
of the 35 fields recognized 
by the medical profession. 
Most 
approved 
medical 
schools award the degree of 
Doctor of Medicine (M.D.) 
to those completing the four- 
year cour se. A few offer 
two-year programs in the 
basic sciences to students 
who can then transfer to 
regular medical schools. 
Most medical schools re­ 
quire 
applicants 
to 
have 
completed 
at least 
three 
years of college education 
for admission to their regu- 


lar programs and some re­ 
quire four years. 
Becoming a doctor is a 
long process of education 
and training and among the 
foremost personal qualifica­ 
tions needed for success in 
this profession are a strong 
desire to become a physi­ 
cian, above-average intelli­ 
gence and an interest in sci­ 
ence. In addition, prospec­ 
tive physicians should pos­ 
sess good judgment, be able 
to make decisions in emer­ 
gencies and be emotionally 
stable.

Those who rule’ us 


No one need be told of the immense power of courts and 
governmental agencies over the life of the individual citizen. 
The exercise of this statutory power, carefully defined by law, 
is hedged about with all manner of checks and balances. 
But there is another kind of power present in all levels 
of government that is perhaps even greater. This is discre­ 
tionary power — the power of an official to make a decision 
affecting a citizen or the community without having to answer 
for it. 
Inadequately controlled discretionary power is the cause 
of most injustice to individuals and, together with social in- 
justice, is the major reason for current unrest, charges 
Kenneth Culp Davis, law professor at the University of Chicago. 
Justice is administered far more outside the courts than 
in them and far more without proceedings than with them, 
he says. Yet while the legal profession constantly investi­ 
gates courts and formal proceedings of administrative agen­ 
cies, it neglects the 80 or 90 per cent of the administration 
of justice that is unprotected by procedural safeguards or ju­ 
dicial review. 
He finds that the quality of justice is relatively high in the 
courts and in the agencies that regulate business. But it is 
relatively low in agencies which deal more directly with hu­ 
man beings, such as police, public prosecutors, welfare agen- 
cie5, Selective Service boards, parole boards, prison admin­ 
istrators and the Immigration Service. 
In Davis’ opinion, the large-1 concentrations of uncontrolled 
discretionary power are not in the federal regulatory agencies 
but in local police and prosecutors. 
“Why should a prosecutor,” he asks, “have discretionary 
power to decide not to prosecute even when the evidence of 
guilt is clear, perhaps partly on the basis of political influ­ 
ence, without ever having to state to anyone what evidence 
was brought to light by his investigation?. . . 
“ If he finds that A and B are eijually guilty of felony and 
equally deserving of prosecution, why should he be permitted 
to prosecute B for felony but to let A off with a plea of guilty 
to a misdemeanor?”

Davis recommends not the elimination of discretionary pow­ 
er but only of unnecessary discretionary power and the erec­ 
tion of proper safeguards over what remains. No small task. 
In the meantime, an idea imported from Scandinavia is be­ 
ginning to catch on in this country as a means of giving the or­ 
dinary citizen a measure of defense against the excessive dis­ 
cretionary power of public officials. This is the “ombuds­ 
man,” a special official charged with the duty to act as advo­ 
cate for the individual who has a grievance against the govern­ 
ment. The ombudsman’s only purpose is to hear and investi­ 
gate the complaints of citizens and ideally, he is authorized 
to call any official at any level to account for his actions. 
There is, however, another more elusive, kind of “ discre­ 
tionary” power which neither judicial review nor the ombuds­ 
man system can do much about. This power is wielded not by 
public officials but by “ subterranean middle men” who maice 
the deals, write the bills, promote or subvert causes and gen­ 
erally run the legislative establishment. 
According to journalists Richard Harwood and Laurence 
Stern, the case of Martin Sweig, suspended administrative 
assistant to House Speaker John W. McCormack, epitomizes 
the legion of legislative bureaucrats who are responsible to 
no electoral constituency, yet quite often become shadow sena­ 
tors and representatives for private interect groups and even 
foreign powers. 


“Staff directors, chief counsels, subcommittee economists, 
legislative assistants — all these varied ranks of aides propel 
the clanking machinery of Congress,” they write. “They can 
influence the price of sugar, the level of oil imports or the pur­ 
chase of new weapons system s.” 
And what is true on Capitol Hill is also true in 50 state- 
houses. 
Fortunately, there is a defense against this kind of discre- 
raking in the best sense of the word — and, even more impor­ 
tant, the refusal of the public to tolerate any breach or com­ 
promise of the highest standards of probity and honesty by 
any public oflcial or anyone in his employ.

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
America’s elected black officials, near­ 
ly 1,500 today, are giving prime priori­ 
ty to a kind of watchdog operation which 
they hope will help assure a full census 
count of the nation’s blacks in 1970. 
These officials see themselves as a 
new focus of leadership in the black 
community. Their decision at their re­ 
cent conference here to set up a per­ 
manent Center for Black Elected Of­ 
ficials, with another major meeting next 
year, reflects that conviction. 
They believe that the 1960 census

at least tens of thou­ 
sands. They think the 
same thing may hap­ 
pen again next year 
unless they use their

The elected of'icials' motivation is a 
very practical one. If the Negro head 
count goes to the levels they believe it 
might, then on the basis of one-man, 
one-vote black representation in Con­ 
gress, state legislatures and city coun­ 
cils might double the number of black 
elected officials in 1972 and thereafter. 


Obviously, such a result would great­ 
ly magnify the potential clout of the 
organized black officials, and intheview 
of many, make “black power” an accep­ 
table and useful reality within the es­ 
tablished political system rather than 
a revolutionary slogan. 
As an inevitable corollary of the plan, 
leading black officials would also ex­ 
pect at least a doubling of their repre­ 
sentation at national nominating conven­ 
tions from 1972 on. 
A little-noted point at their Washing­ 
ton conference here in mid-September 
was that the elected officials deliberate­ 
ly did not invite civil rights leaders 
to join in their sessions. As a bud­ 
ding group with only one other meeting 
(at Chicago^ under their belt, the office­ 
holders felt they would be seriously ov­ 
ershadowed by 1 name” leaders like 
Whitney Young, Roy Wilkins, and Phil­ 
lips Randolph.

ular party nomination or endorsement.

Okinawa question 


Prem ier Eisaku Sato, arriving hereto 
recover the island of Okinawa and thus 
bearing Japan’s hottest political potato, 
is looking at Japanese politics. “ I have 
staked my political future ofi this,” Sato 
stated on leaving Tokyo. But Sen. Harry 
F. Byrd Jr., blessings be, has been 
looking at our Soviet threat and the 
best interests of the United States. 
Senator Byrd disclosed to me that on 
September 4, in Moscow, Soviet Prem ier 
Aleksei N. Kosygin secretly but scath­ 
ingly rejected Jap­ 
an’s attempts even to 
discuss 
Tokyo’s 
claims to four Kur- 
ile - chain 
islands 
Russia seized as a 
result of America’s 
World War II Pacific 
victory. 
The U.S.S.R. 
and 
Japan signed a dec­ 
laration ending their 
technical state of war 
on October 19, 
1956 —11 years after 
hostilities. And Byrd found that the 
on October 19, 19o6 — 11 years after 
hostilities. And Byrd found that the 
Japanese negotiating in the Kremlin 
quote Kosygin as stating that the bal­ 
ance of power established after the war 
“ is imperative for world peace today.” 
Soviet - minded Kosygin gave the Jap­ 
anese a toothy scowl and a total “ No” 
before they were even warm in their 
chairs. 
Byrd, although a strong supporter of 
better U.S. - Japan relations, questioned 
how this allows us to give up Okinawa 
safely while the Soviet does the reverse. 
“'That’s the fundamental question—and 
danger,” he told me. 
Moreover, Byrd is disturbed by the 
one-sided atmosphere, symbolized when 
the Johnson Administration approved a 
project to erect a monument on Guam 
honoring the World War II Japanese 
soldiers who died there. Guam is an 
unincorporated territory of the U.S. 
Government and its people are U.S. 
citizens. Byrd questions how this traves­ 
ty could be considered when there is no 
monument on Guam to the Americans 
who died fighting to defend the United 
States and to liberate the island. 
On Okinawa, in the terrible battle that 
lasted 83 days, we suffered 49,151 casu­ 
alties — 12,521 Americans killed in ac­ 
tion. We lost 763 aircraft; 36 ships were 
sunk and an additional 369 ships were 
damaged. 


The present status of the strategic is­ 
land, the largest in the 73-island Ryu- 
kyu group, was determined by our 1951 
Treaty of Peace with Japan, effective 
April 28, 1952. Article 3 gives the 
United States complete administrative 
authority. And today Okinawa is our 
most important single military base com­ 
plex in the entire Far East. We pured 
$260 million more into it only last year. 
Beginning with President Eisenhower, 
each administration since 1952 has firm­ 
ly maintained that Okinawa’s unrestrict­ 
ed use is vital if we continue to have 
Far Eastern obligations. 
“ How can we support our Pacific guar­ 
antees, as we claim we will, and also 
surrender our facilities?” is the agoniz­ 
ed question Byrd asks. “If we didn’t 
have the obligations, fine,” he told me, 
“but we do have them and we do know 
what 
the Soviet 
is doing 
about the 
Kuriles.” 


On Secretary of State William P. Rog­ 
e rs’ recent Far East visit, able Pre­ 
mier Sato acknowledged to him that 
with our gradual withdrawal from Viet­ 
nam Japan must pay more (and costly) 
attention to Japan’s military responsibil­ 
ities, especially if she regains sover­ 
eignty over Okinawa, thereby extending 
Japan’s frontier 400 miles southward 
to embrace a million more citizens. 
But Prem ier Sato also told Mr. Rog­ 
ers in advance that the Tokyo govern­ 
ment wants us to continue to guarantee 
the safety of Japan, continue to guaran­ 
tee 
Okinawa’s 
safety 
and continue 
to spend hundreds of millions of our 
taxpayers’ dollars on Okinawa. 
Nevertheless, the Tokyo government 
seeks to remove the strategic island 
from our nuclear shield - a “nuclear- 
free” Okinawa - and have a veto over 
all U/S. actions affecting Okinawa. This 
outlaws our use of the vast, vital base 


for combat operations without prior 
consultation with Japan. 
So, with the November 17 arrival of 
Prem ier Sato, Senator Byrd introduced 
a Senate resolution. It requires that 
any change in our Japanese peace trea­ 
ty be first presented to, and ratified by, 
the Senate. He also coordinated an amend­ 
ment to a House bill (HR 12964), ex­ 
pressing Congress’s requirement that 
the President not agree to changes in 
any territory’s status described in Ar-

tid e 3 without the advice and consent 
of the Senate. 
The Byrd bill passed the Senate by 
the whopping vote of 63 to 14. and’ 
President Nixon’s Okinawa negotiating 
hand is immensely strengthened in view 
of the fact that dangerous, Soviet-mind­ 
ed Kosygin laughed the Japanese Kurile 
negotiators right out of the ball park.

HUD grant 


County officials reveal that they may 
be able to get a large Federal planning 
grant for a South Coast governmental 
study although U.S. Department of Hous­ 
ing and Urban Development funds are not 
specifically available for such a project 
at this time. 
Planning Department spokesmen said 
that new options appear to have opened up 
after Administrative Officer RaymondD. 
Johnson and other county officials dis­ 
cussed the plan with HUD officials to 
draw up a funding application. 


Early talks involving Johnson, HUD 
representatives 
and county planners 
wae not encouraging, it was admitted. 
But in recent weeks, the Conference 
on Intergovernmental Relations— a state 
agency-has shown an interest in help­ 
ing the county in its plan for a regional 
governmental 
planning 
study 
aimed 
at providing Goleta Valley citizens with 
data as to future governmental course 
of action, and data that conceivably 
could avoid duplication of costly ser­ 
vices by various South Coast public 
agencies. 


Indication of a possible breakthrough 
came with a visit by Sam Clawson, of 
the Planning Department, with Confer­ 
ence on Intergovernmental Relations of­ 
ficials in Berkeley. Clawson performs 
staff functions for the Area Planning 


Council, which clears applications b; 
local agencies to HUD. 
“We have learned that while ther 
are no funds allocated by HUD for ex 
actly this type of study, there are var 
ious kinds of other HUD grants whic! 
might conceivably apply to our case,’ 
declared Clawson. 
“What we are doing is seeking mor 
specific guidance information from thi 
state council staff,” said Clawson. “1 
is possible we could come in *throug 
the back door’ on an application for 
type of grant that had not been previous 
ly known about. ” 
The Local Agency Formation Com 
mission has given support to an appll 
cation for Federal funding for the study 
pointing out that an exhaustive, object 
ive survey that is needed would be to 
costly for either county government o 
citizens’ groups to finance. 
The search for Federal funding cam 
after the East Goleta Valley Citizen 
Assn. got support from other Goleti 
Valley groups including the Chamber o 
Commerce in its request that the count 
consider a Goleta Valley study to pro 
vide data showing pros and cons lnvolv 
ing incorporation, annexation to city c 
Santa Barbara, or other governments 
options. The Goleta Valley, boom are 
of the county, is now under county gov 
ernment control.

Nixon criticizes congress 
S. Viet deaths stiK climbing 


WASraNGTON (UPI) - President Nix- 
on »ays the Democratic-controlled Con­ 
gress, by increasing government spend­ 
ing and cutting taxes, is adding to “ In­ 
flation —the hole in everybody’s pocket.” 
In a tart message to leaders of the Sen­ 
ate and House, Nixon Wednesday asked 
the lawmakers to stop boosting his bud- 
get requests” no m atter what the cost In 
political popularity.” 
He said: “The Congress appears to be 
well on its way to substituting tax re­ 
ductions for tax reform. This will harm 
rather than help the average taxpayer. 
Inflation . . . is the most unfair tax of 
all.” 


A few hours after Nixon’s message, 
the House passed 259 to 156 a bill to 
give the President standby power toorder 
controls over consumer and business 
credit transactions. The bill, which Nix­ 
on did not ask and Republicans opposed, 
was sent to conference committee to 
work out differences with a Senate meas­ 
ure. 


Nixon’s letter saidbills already passed 
by at least one chamber of Congress 
would add about $4 billion to govern­ 
ment spending during the current fiscal 
year. He said an addition $1 billion has 
been lost through congressional Inaction 


on his plan to make the post office self- 
supporting. 
“This combination of action and inac­ 
tion would load an additional $5 billion 
onto an already overheated economy,” 
Nixon said. 
Nixon said that although prices contin­ 
ue to soar, there is evidence that some 
sectors of the economy has begun to 
cool and that inflation can be controlled 
if the federal budget is kept firmly in 
the black. 
Nixon also confirmed that his budget 
for the fiscal year beginning next July 
1 would top $200 billion for the first 
time in history. 


SAIGON UPI - The U.S. military 
command said today it lost 85 men 
killed last week, a drop of 15 from 
the previous reporting period. 
South 
Vietnamese combat deaths were five 
times as high. 
For the 30th consecutive week, gov­ 
ernment losses exceeded American cas­ 
ualties as the Saigon army took a great­ 
er share of responsibility on the battle­ 
field to allow U. S. troops to leave. 
Military spokesmen said 421 South 
Vietnamese soldiers were killed last 
week and 1,436 were wounded, com­ 
pared with the American losses of 85 
dead and 836 wounded. 


The U.S. death toll was down 15 
from the previous week and was the 
lowest since the week ending Nov. 29 
when 70 GIs were killed. 
The toll 
for the war: 
39,827 Americans dead. 
According to the report, 2,396 Viet 
Cong and North Vietnamese were killed 
last week, mostly in fighting in the 
Mekong Delta and along the Cambodian 
border. 
Official figures showed that since 
the American withdrawal began in July, 
South Vietnamese forces have lost near­ 
ly four times as many dead as Amer­ 
ican units — 8,484 government troops 
killed against 2,660 Americans. 


The 
statistics 
reflect President 
Nguyen Van Thleu’s pledge that his 
troops will continue to assume an “ in­ 
creased” share of the fighting through 
the 
so-called “ VietnamIzation” pro­ 
gram. 
Military spokesmen said that partly 
because of the scaling down of U.S. 
operations In the “ Vietnam!zation” pro­ 
gram, the GI death toll for 1969 would 
be 65 per cent of the 1968 count. 
So far this year, they said, 9,274 
Americans have died in Vietnam, com­ 
pared with a total of 14,592 for all 
of 1968.

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Lompoc's 
economic 
climate 


(Ed. note: This is the first of a series 
dealing with the economic climate of the 
Lompoc Valley, possible Impact of the 
recent m ilitary cutbacks, and reflec­ 
tions of Mayor Robert D. MacClure on 
Lompoc and its thrust for the future.)

A subject sure to be broached when 
an outsider meets with someone from 
Lompoc Is what’ effect the military 
cutbacks have or will have on the econ­ 
omy of the Valley. 
The view and the speculation by the 
outsider is certain to turn on a pessi­ 
mistic note, in contrast to much senti­ 
ment in the Valley itself. Concern in 
either case isvij^anulne b e ^ s e the $8 
million spent by 4he mltltSj^ in Santa 
Barbara County monthly lumps large in 
fhe economic picture. 
Defense Se:retary Melvin R. Laird 
announced military cutbacks of $11 mil­ 
lion on Oct. 27. effective on Dec. 31. 
Initial information released by the de­ 
partment of defense indicated that the 
reductions might affect 1,300 military 
and 200 civilian jobs at Vandenberg Air 
Fore« Base. Posed against the thous­ 
ands of military and civilian jobs at the 
base the reductions seem insignificant 
and recent information indicates many 
of the personnel would be transferred 
to other jobs on the base. 
There has been little hard informa­ 
tion however, confirming or denying the 
reports for tite past month. 
What are the facts as well as a 
brief survey can reveal? 
Mayor Robert D. MacClure Is opti­ 
mistic, while at the same time rec­ 
ognizing that the great promise of future 
growth has been dented. 
A leading bank official says that bank­ 
ing levels in the Valley are up over 
last year — not a surge of growth, but 
a significant trend in the plus column. 
A survey conducted by Robert Chil- 
son, deputy county assessor in Lompoc 
indicated last week that the percentage 
of vacancies in Mission Hills and in 
Lompoc and Vandenberg Village were 
running about the same or in some cases 
slightly less than five years ago. 
A sampling of 2q)artments and multi­ 
ples in Lompoc indicated a vacancy fac­ 
tor of about 14.7 per cent. There was a 
vacancy factor of three to five per cent 
in single family dwellings. 
In Mission Hills there was a vacancy 
factor of about six per cent In the area’s 
predominently single family dwellings. 
Vandenberg Village presently has a 
vacancy factor of about 
1V2 per cent 
of the single family dwellings and few- 
e r vacancies in apartments and multi­ 
ples. 
A spokesman for the asse sso r’s of- 
five says that a spot survey of realty 
companies revealed that there may be a 
growing 
shortage 
of 
most types of 
dwellings for sale or rent. 
Population In the city has grown slight­ 
ly In the past year and shows no imme- 
diate signs of going the other way. The 
stable 
situation Is also reflected 
in 
school population which is at a par or 
nearly so with the levels of the past 
couple of years. The school district cov­ 
ers all communities in the Valley. 
The demand on city utility services, 
a good barom eter of the economic cli­ 
mate, is up slightly over the 1968 level 
through November. In November 1968 
the city sold 4.8 million kilowatt hours 
of electricity; and produced 8.2 million 
cubic feet of water. The figures for 
November 1969 — last month — were 
5.2 million KWH of electricity and 9.7 
million cubic feet of water. 
Residents and industry bought 23.8 
million KWH of electricity at this date 
in the 1969-70 fiscal year up almost a 
million above the 22.9 in a sim ilar per­ 
iod 
of 
1968-69. 
Water 
production 
for the same period in 1 9 6 ^ 0 was 72 
million-plus cubic feet, up nearly 5 mil­ 
lion from the 67.4 million cubic feet In 
the same period of 1968-69. 
Those are cold statistics, but experts 
have long relied on them to indicate 
where the economy of a particular area 
1» going. 
Other statistics are less cmivlncing,

All 
the raises

Wilde, Tim mer and Wapner are 
on four-year contracts; Thompson, Pal- 
sola and Bickford are on one-year con­ 
tracts. 
In August the school board and rep­ 
resentatives of the teachers and classi­ 
fied employes gave final approval to a 
plan to distribute $600,000 providing that 
the district received $1 million in ex­ 
tra school aid monies from the state. 


The actual sum came to $1.2 mil­ 
lion but had to be discounted by $811,- 
000 that had already been budgeted 
to reflect feiforal aid funds for mili­ 
tary or defense connected students who 
live off Vandenberg Air Force Base.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - An intense 
storm that was 800 miles off the Ore- % 
gon Coast early today was expected to 
batter Southern California beaches this 
weekend with breakers as high as 15 feet, 
the Weather Bureau said. 
“At the present time it is expected 
that the heavy surf will start early 
Friday, reach a maximum on Saturday 
and ecline considerably by Sunday,” the 
Weather Bureau said. 
The breakers, which will average eight

Hassle spurs recess 


PARIS (UPI) — Allied and Communist 
negotiators today argued over the alleg­ 
ed downgrading by President Nixon of 
the Vietnam peace talks and decided not 
to hold their regular meeting next week. 
Delegates emerging from 
the con­ 
ference hall said they had agreed toa 12- 
day recess in the talks because of the 
Christm as holidays. 
Hanoi’s chief ne­ 
gotiator had boycotted the meeting for 
the second week to protest Nixwi’s alleg­ 
ed 
attempts to sabotage the talks 
by 
refusing to send a replacement of equal 
stature for Henry Cabot Lodge, who re­ 
signed as Chief U.S. negotiator earlier 
this month. 
Ambassador Philip C. Habib, acting 
chief U.S. delegate, reminded the Com­ 
munist side of Nixon’s 
statement that 
“ our delegation at these meetings has 
full authority to discuss any proposal 
that will contribute to a just peace.” 
Brushing aside the Communist charg­ 
es that the Nixon 
administration was 
“ downgrading” and thereby “ sabotag­ 
ing” the talks, Habib told the North Vie- 
nam and Viet Cong delegates that “ what 
is important at these 
talks is a readi­ 
ness to negotiate seriously.” 
“ Your 
refusal to enter into genuine 
discussions with all the parties, as well 
as your refusal to consider mutual ac­ 
tion, 
shows 
clearly that it is your 
side which is not taking these meetings 
seriously,” Habib said. 
Habib 
was referring to the Commu- 


nist refusal to have any dealings with 
the Saigon delegation and to discuss the 
withdrawal of North Vietnamese troops 
from South Vietnam. 
Habib made it clear the Communists 
would still have to contend with the South 
Vietnamese after the withdrawal of all 
U.S. combat 
troops from Vietnam. 
“ While 
our side blocks 
progress 
here, the United States will pursue the 
alternative plan 
which we have 
de­ 
veloped with the Republic of South Viet­ 
nam for the complete withdrawal first 
of all U.S. combat forces and eventual­ 
ly of other forces and their replacement 
by South Vietnamese 
forces on an or­ 
derly scheduled tim etable,” he said. 
Both the Viet Cong's foreign m inister, 
Madame Nguyen Thl Binh, and Hanoi’s 
deputy chief negotiator, Col. Ha Van 
Lau, criticized 
Nixon’s announcement 
Monday that the United States was with­ 
drawing another 50,000 troops by mid- 
April. TTiey charged the slow pace of the

proved 
Washington 
wanted to prolong the war. 
Lau appeared in place of Xuan Thuy 
as head of the Hanoi delegation for the 
second straight week.

tlon of a neighborhood playground on

The commission cited several rea­ 
sons for voting against the playground, 
including, the limited size of the park, 
lack of growth in the area, the possi­ 
ble danger of heavy traffic to children 
and the Increased noise from the play­ 
ground to the proximity of a church. 
The city council had called for to­ 
night’s joiflt meeting specifically to dis­ 
cuss the proposed playground and a 
priority list for the progress of the 
development of the Ryon Memorial Park 
m aster plan. 
City Adm inistrator Gene Wählers had 
previously reported to the council It 
was possible to apply for federal funds 
to help in the construction of such a 


park 
if the application was made be­ 
fore Jan. 1, 1970. 
W ählers said the possibility of federal 
funds was not known until last week and 
the plan was submitted to the council 
without first going to the commission. 
'The cost of the proposed playground 
would be $16,600. 
Councilman Richard Jacoby insisted 
the m atter be turned over to tl№ com­ 
mission for study and suggestion be­ 
fore the council act on it.

"P erhaps this would be a 
good time for the editors of 
Look, Time, the New Yorker, 
even Reader’s Digest, who have 
accepted the UFWOC case at 
face value, to now be invited to 
a top-level news conference at 
which the other side can be 
explained," Grant said. 
He said the tour would be 
paid for by voluntary contribu­ 
tions from the farming indus­ 
try. 
Grant, who also is president 
of the California Farm Bureau 
Federation, said UFWOC has 
lied about the working condi­ 
tions to gain support for its 
consumer boycott of California 
table grapes. The boycott is 
designed to force grow ers to 
recognize UFWOC as a bargain­ 
ing agent for their w orkers. 
"T here is no strike in the 
table grape vineyards,” Grant 
said. "The UFWOC does not 
represent w orkers employed by 
table grape producers. Table

surging wave had swept away 
10 alpine villages and killed 
2,018 persons.

convicted the president of the 
firm that built the dam, the 
chairm an of the government 
Public Works Council and a 
regional engineer of negligence 
and 
manslaughter 
and 
sen­ 
tenced each to six years in 
prison. 
The court freed five other 
officials charged with the same 
crim es. 
Survivors 
of 
the 
catastrophe 
scream ed 
with 
outrage. 
“It was a profound disap­ 
pointm ent," 
said 
the 
Rev. 
Pietro Bezzi, Roman Catholic 
priest of Longarone. "I thought 
the responsibility of the defen­ 
dants had been proved." More 
than 200 survivors had traveled 
360 m iles to the trial. 
Eleven government officials 
and power company executives 


who built the 873-foot high dam, 
at the tim e the world’s third 
highest, 
were charged 
with 
negligence 
a n d 
involuntary 
m anslaughter. Three died be­ 
fore the trial opened. 
The prosecution accused the 
defendants of choosing the dam 
site 
without considering the 
loose 
structure of Mt. Toe 
behind it. The entire side of the 
mountain fell into the manmade 
lake behind the dam. 


The effect was like hurling a 
stone into a tea cup. The water 
level of the lake shot upward 
and over the lip of the dam, 
sending tons of w ater roaring 
into the valley below. 
At least 5,000 lawsuits involv­ 
ing millions of dollars were 
pending on the outcome of the 
case.

ownership. 


Service Adviser Need Grows With Auto Increase 


It should be understood, 
however, that this is a rela­ 
tively small occupation—-now 
numbering perhaps between 
10.000 a n d 15.000— so t h e 
number of advisers added 
each year will probably be 
in the hundreds. 
Important, too, is the fact 
that most of these car serv­ 


ice advisers are paid a sal­ 
ary plus a commission—the 
latter based upon both the 
labor costs of repairs and 
the price of accessories sold. 
Principal employers a r e 
a u t o m o b i l e dealers and 
large, independent garages. 
Service a d v i s e r s a r e 
trained on the job under the 


guidance of e x p e r i e n c e d 
service a d v i s e r s and the 
service manager. In many 
shops, the trainee’s first as­ 
signment 
is to assist the 
service d e p a r t m e n t dis­ 
patcher or cashier for a few 
weeks. By working with the 
dispatcher, he learns how 
repair orders are r o u t e d 


through the shop, how long it 
takes to complete different 
types of repairs and how to 
compute repair costs. At the 
cashier’s counter, he learns 
the costs of different types 
of repairs and how experi­ 
enced service advisers han­ 
dle c u s t o m e r complaints. 
The beginner can 
usually 


become a qualified service 
adviser in one to two years, 
although it may take longer 
if his duties include estim at­ 
ing automobile body repairs. 


Employers typically pro­ 
mote qualified young men 
from within their own organ­ 
ization when vacancies for 


service adviser t r a i n e e s 
arise. For example, a young 
man may apply for a job as 
service adviser trainee after 
he has gained experience in 
the firm as an automobile 
mechanic trainee or parts 
counterman trainee. 
Service a d v i s e r s with 
supervisory ability may ad- 


vance to the position of serv­ 
ice manager. Some service 
advisers open their own auto­ 
mobile repair shops.

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Doctor urges congress 
not to cut funds 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Dr. 
Richard 
Wolk, 
a 
Northern 
California physician whose son 
is suffering from acute leuke­ 
mia, 
pleaded with Congress 
Wednesday not to cut funds for 
cancer research. 
Wolk, 
said 
thousands 
of 
parents with children doomed 
by cancer try to keep them 
alive for a few years through 
often painful treatments, in the 
hope that medical research will 
come up with a way to control 
cancer. 
“ If not for our children, ” said 
Wolk, 
a 
practicing 
family 
physician 
in 
San 
Rafael, 
“ perhaps 
intensive research 
can provide help for those 5,000 
other American schoolchildren 
who might otherwise die in 
1970.” 
Wolk told a Senate Appropria­ 
tions Subcommittee budget cuts 
requested by President Nixon 
and ^proved by the House had 
caused some cancer research 
projects to be abandoned and 
had “ seriously crippled” oth­ 
ers. 
The Marin County doctor, 
chairman of The Candlelight- 
ers, an organization of parents 
with children stricken by can­ 
cer, was asked to testify by 
Sen. Alan Cranston, D-Calif. 
“ Since our children have no 
lobby to represent them,” Wolk 
told the subcommittee headed 
by Sen. Warren Magnuson, D.- 
Wash., “ It is my responsibility 
to inform you of their needs. ” 
Pointing 
out that he was 
talking about “ human beings, 
not just abstract figures,” Wolk 
passed around a photograph 
album “ of our children, some 
of whom are already dead.” 
The physician said he was 
“ specially qualified” to testify 
in support of more funds for 
cancer research because his 
own son, Brian, was sticken in 
F ebruary. 
“ When we first learned that 


Brian 
had 
what 
the doctor 
termed a ‘fatal illness,’ my 
wife and I went through all the 
grief that people usually feel 
when they have lost a loved 
one,” he said. 
Wolk said, however, their 
grief was 
tempered by the 
knowledge their son’s life could 
be 
prolonged 
with 
various 
drugs. 
“ It 
is 
at this point that 
parents of such children must 
4Tiake a very basic decision —to 
treat or not to treat,” he said. 
“ Some parents have felt that no 
treatment was more merciful 
than prolonging the life of a 
doomed 
child. Most parents 
elect treatment on the basis 
that some additional life is 
better than none at all. 
“ Without treatment, we knew 
that Brian would die within two 
months. 
With 
treatment 
he 
could live two or three years. 
We elected treatment.” 
The doctor told the senators 
that cancer is killing more 
school children each year than 
any other disease. 
He noted the United States 
has suffered 300,000 casualties 
—including 50,000 dead —in the 
Vietnam War. 
“ During the course of this 
war, this country has lost 4 
million of its citizens from 
cancer; and 35,000 of these 
were school children,” he said. 
Wolk 
also 
presented 
the 
committee with petitions from 
thousands of “ ordinarypeople” 
who had endorsed the Candle- 
lighters’ plea for an increase of 
at least 20 per cent in funds for 
cancer research. 
“ Some felt that the cost of 
medical 
weaponry 
was

bargain compared to the cost of 
our nation’s military weapon­ 
ry,” he said. “ Others felt that 
they 
would 
rather 
see 
the 
money 
spent 
for 
medical 
research than for going to the 
moon.”

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Court appointed lawyer 
costs reveal record 


The county in the first quar­ 
ter of the 1969-70 fiscal year 
(July through September) paid 
out $42,098 to court - appointed 
counsel — including a record 
$17,689 in one murder case 
— during the period when the 
county’s new public defender of­ 
fice was beginning to function. 


A report on these expendi­ 
tures and other matters con­ 
cerning the new county office 
was made to the Board of Sup­ 
ervisors by Administrative Of­ 
ficer Raymond D. Johnson. 


Johnson explained that these 
costs were incurred in a num­ 
ber of 
cases assigned in the 
1968-69 fiscal year, before the 
public defender became opera­ 
tive. The attorneys billed the 


county only after the cases were 
finally adjudicated, he said. 
Tfie $17,689 bill for court- 
appointed attorneys came as a 
result of the Kuhns trial, out­ 
growth of the slaying of Mor­ 
mon Bishop Karl Haws, of San­ 
ta Barbara, involving a trio of 
Santa Barbara youths. The tri­ 
als were lengthly and involved. 
Johnson said the Kuhns case 
trial was deleted from compara­ 
tive cost purpose charts be­ 
cause of its unusualness. He 
said without figuring this case 
cost, the average cost per case 
for the 137 other cases was 
$176.87. In previous years, av­ 
erage case costs for court - 
appointed attorneys varied from 
a high of $128 per case for $1,- 
345 in 1965-66, to a low of 
$102.59 for 1,590 cases in 1967- 
68.

County now 
paying less for 
court cases 


County Administrative Offi­ 
cer Raymond D. Johnson has re­ 
ported that costs for the public 
defender’s 
office 
averaged 
$88.02 per case for 512 cases 
for the first quarter of its ini­ 
tial year’s operation from July 
1 to Sept. 30 this year. 


He said the 512 cases cost a 
total of $45,066 to vthe county, 
chargeable to the new office.

Scientists unhappy with proposal to include Genesis

nounced plans to obtain a court 
injunction. 
Their suit would contend the 
teaching of religious beliefs in 
the public schools is unconsti­ 
tutional. 
The state board’s decision 
was made last month when it 
considered a 205-page set of 
guidelines and principles pre­ 
pared over a four-year period 
by a blue ribbon advisory com­ 
mittee on science education. 
The board approved the docu­ 
ment, but with a three-para­ 
graph amendment proposed by 
one of a dozen people in the 
audience speaking in its favor. 
The action was a victory for 
some fundamentalists who be­ 
gan a campaign seven years 


ago against the teaching ofDar- 
win’s theory. 
They said the s c h o o l s 
shouldn’t teach children ideas 
which contradict what their par­ 
ents tell them at home. 
The fundamentalist population 
of California is large, and a Val­ 
lejo high school teacher recent­ 
ly reported when he discussed 
evolution, “ most of the students 
said it was a bunch of lies.” 
At the board meeting, Dr. 
Robert E. Kofahl, president of 
Highland College, 
Pasadena, 
said a book currently used: 


“ Any student who would be­ 
lieve the lies in this textbook 
would certainly be strongly in­ 
clined to totally reject the teach­ 
ings of the Bible and the Chris­ 
tian faith.” 
The amendment adopted by 
the board has the effect of giv­ 
ing equal weight to all theories 
of man’s origin - including 
Aristotle’s theory of spontane­ 
ous generation.

Minoso is still playing ball. 
That in itself isn’t such mind- 
bending news for, particularly, 
is the fact he will be 48 his next 
birthday. 
Anybody familiar with Minnie 
at all won’t even be overly 
shocked by the disclosure he’s 
tearing it up for the Culiacan 
Tomato Pickers in Mexico’s 
Sonora-Sinaloa winter league or 
that he ripped a pair of line 
drive base hits in his last two 
times at bat against Mazatlan 
the other night. 
“ He loves baseball so much, 
he once told me he thought the 
most perfect way to die was on 
the field with his uniform on,” 
says Ed Froelich, the former 
trainer for the Chicago White 
Sox and five other clubs now 
manufacturing a back rest for 
automobile drivers. 


“ Minnie is in a class by 
him self,” says Froelich, who 
has 35 years experience as a 
trainer with the Yankees, Red 
Sox, Dodgers, Chicago Black 
Hawks and Chicago Cardinals 
as well as the White Sox. “ He 
has the greatest tolerance for 
pain of any man I’ve ever seen. 


“ Yop’d never believe some of 
the things Minoso did. He had a 
broken bone in his foot once 
and the doctor said it would be 
at least 10 days before he could 
play again but he pinch hit that 
night, won the game and never 
m issed any days at all. 
“ Then there was the time he 
was hit on the head by Bob 
Grim of the Yankees. He had a 
fractured skull but the first X* 
ray didn’t show it. He played 
the following day, skull fracture 
and all, and a few days later he 
was examined again in Chicago 
and they found the fracture. 
Minnie made a big concession. 
He didn’t play for three days.” 
Like all ballplayers, however, 
Minoso 
did 
have occasional 
trouble with his back. 
“ There are three kinds of 
people” Froelich say s. “ Those 
who have a bad back; those 
who have had a bad back, and 
those who will get a bad back. 
You don’t have to be an athlete. 
If you live long enough you'll 
have a bad back.” 
He feels so strongly about it 
that he abandoned his job as 
trainer three years ago and 
devoted his full attention to 
designing a special and patent­ 
ed back support for autos and 
trucks.

“You see everything over 
here and most of it bad.

SAIGON—(NEA)—No one 
is more shocked and sick­ 
ened over the alleged My 
Lai massacre than the GIs 
in V i e t n a m . And no one 
more agonizingly asks the 
groping questions: 
How? 
Why? 
Who c o III d do such a 
thing? 
Unfortunately, the answers 
aren’t known. 
M i l i t a r i s t s know that 
atrocities have been com­ 
mitted in all wars, for all 
reasons, by all manner of 
men Vietnam is no different 
from the past. 
C h u r c h-going helicopter 
gunners have been known to 
open fire on schoolchildren 
M a r r i e d s o l d i e r s have 
“adopted” local daughters 
and raped them. 
The enemy has been even 
worse. 


and propagandizing on the 
feats. At latest count, the 
Communists have murdered 
more than 26,000 Vietnamese 
civilians — and k i d n a p e d 
more than 60,000 others. 
The common explanation 
for all this is that war “ bru­ 
talizes’’ s o l d i e r s , makes 
them savage. 
Some time ago, a soldier 
was caught carving his ini­ 
tials into the body of a long- 
dead VC c a d a v e r . When 
asked about the activity, the 
GI shrugged and grunted: 
“Just passing time, that’s 
all.”

ble. 
The city seems to be 
reverting to the jungle. 
Cities did not just happen. 
Men left their caves to live 
together closer to water, arable 
land or good hunting grounds. 
The cities of today grew where 
there was some lasting advan­ 
tage to trade and industry —a 
good harbor, a deep river, a 
mineral lode or a junction of 
highways and railroads. 
If a city has a good reason to 
exist, 
even 
atomic 
bombs 
cannot kill it, as Hiroshima and 
Nasasaki have shown. If its 
basic reason for being dies, so 
does the city, as demonstrated 
by the crumbled capitals of 
vanished ancient kingdoms and 
the 
ghost towns around ex­ 
hausted mines. 
Today’s cities stand at the 
center of the nation’s fantastic 
complex 
of wealth-producing 
enterprise. They have better 
reason now for existence than 
ever before. 
But the people whose talent, 
training and money is needed 
most to give full life to the 
great centers of commerce, 
technology and education plain­ 
ly do not want to live in the 
cities as they are now. They 
are leaving the cities to the 
poor, who have little choice but 
to stay, and who have neither 
the 
political power nor the 
financial resources to make 
them better places to live and 
work. 
From all of this grows a 
classic vicious circle that can 
end only in paralysis or chaos. 
So what is to be done? Some 
say return to the simple and 
uncrowded country life. Others 
say abandon the old cities and 
build new ones. And some say 
stay and rebuild. 
It 
is 
obvious 
that 
the 
temptation to run away from 
the cities is strong. But it also 
is 
sharply 
limited 
by 
an 
unwillingness to give up the 
still potent economic advanta­ 
ges and creature comforts of 
urban life. So the great bug-out 
stopped at the suburbs that live 
off the cities and increasingly 
share their problems. 
New t o w n s , independent, 
carefully-planned communities 
appear 
to 
some 
to be the 
alternative to trying to remedy 
the decay of the inner cities 
and the clutter of their suburbs. 
Some new towns may be able 
to build their own economic life 
on the growth of new industries 
and the expansion of older ones. 
But 
unless 
they 
are 
to 
undertake, at a cost almost 
beyond reckoning, the reloca­ 
tion of mass employment heavy 
industry and large commercial 
enterprise, new towns at best 
can only be satellites of the 
real cities where the nation’s 
basic business is carried on. 
The practical choice remaii> 
ing is to reclaim the old cities, 
to eliminate the physical and 
social blight that traps the poor 
and drives out the affluent. 
However halting and painful the 
present effort to do this now 
seems, it will have to be the 
major domestic task of the 
United States in the 1970's. 


It is easier to find solutions 
for the physical problems of the 
cities than to deal with the 
political 
and social hangups 
that 
are hurting them. The 
slums need to be replaced by 
iIF /TO.

decent housing. Cheap and fast 
mass transit is needed to get 
cars off the streets. Air and 
Water 
pollution 
have 
to be 
controlled, 
parks 
and 
play­ 
grounds must be provided. All 
of this and more is or shortly 
will be within the capacity of 
existing technology and resour­ 
ces. John Faltermayer, in his 
book “ Redoing America,’ esti­ 
mates that an extra $20 billion 
a year, well spent, can do it. 
There are plenty of plans and 
programs. The federal Housing 
Act of 1968 and the Model Cities 
law of 1966 alone proposed to 
cut an impressive swath —26 
million new and rehabilitated 
dwellings by 1979, including six 
million homes for the poor and 
near-poor, and 150 comprehen­ 
sive local projects to improve 
housing, schools, health care, 
employment, 
recreation 
and 
other urban services. 
While the federal government 
is spending $3 billion plus on 
ing and other urban related 
programs in the current fiscal 
year, critics say it is far too 
little. And they have some good 
reason for nagging Congress 
and the White House —it took 
the 
federal 
government 
19 
years to achieve the six-year 
goal of 800,000 public housing 
units established by Congress in 
1949. 
In addition, one of the main 
effects 
of 
federal monetary 
policy has been to drive up 
interest 
rates 
to 
combat 
inflation. This has gravely hurt 
the private housing market. At 
one point earlier in the year, 
new housing construction was 
up to a rate of 1.8 million units 
annually, 
but 
the 
“ credit 
crunch’’ now is expected to 
drop it below one million by the 
end of 1969. 
That obviously is no way to 
get 
26 
million homes built 
during 
the 
1970’s. Actually, 
even in times of easy mortgage 
money the construction indus­ 
try hasn’t done too well in the 
recent past, ts efforts, accord­ 
ing to the National Commission 
on Urban Problems, added only 
16.9 million dwelling units to 
the national housing inventory 
in 1960-69 (compared to 16.86 
million in the previous decade) 
and left the country still in 
need of 11 million units. 
To attack the construction 
bottleneck, 
the 
Housing and 
Urban 
Development 
Depart­ 
ment has launched “ Operation 
Breakthrough” to seek ways of 
applying to housing the kind of 
mass 
production 
technology 
that made automobiles for the 
m asses possible. 
HUD Secretary George Rom- 
ney is banking on Breakthrough 
to find the key to successful 
manufacture and marketing of 
mass 
production housing. It 
starts next year with 10 or 20 
experimental homes in eight 
areas 
of the country. HUD 
already has received about 600 
proposals, including some from 
the nation’s big industries that 
previously had little interest in 
the 
“ hand 
made” 
housing 
market. 
The ambitious Model Cities 
program so far has given the 
green light to only 46 communi­ 
ties and will dish out about $300 
million in fiscal 1970. Model 
Cities chief Floyd Hyde says he 
will 
need $1 billion in the 
following year, a request that 
ought 
to 
help 
separate 
lip 
service from real commitments 
in HUD, the White House and 
in Congress. 


Getting money from Washing­ 
ton is only part of the problem. 
In fact, Washington itself is 
only part of the problem. 
The tendency of local govern­ 
ments to diffuse authority has 
held up coherent planning and 
action. There are more than 
20,000 units of government in 
the nation’s 228 metropolitan 
areas, and it is hard to find any 
that are eager to cooperate, let 
alone 
consolidate. The hope 
here is the example of the few 
areas 
that 
have 
taken the 
plunge 
recently 
-including 
Nashville, Tenn., and Jackson- 
ville, Fla. 
And, of course, the smaller 
government 
units 
have 
big 
money problems. Most experts 
agree that the property and 
sales taxes have been exploited 
to, in some cases beyond, their 
practical 
limits 
merely 
to 
maintain 
present 
state 
and 
local services. 
Without a big movement to 
new or higher state and local 
income taxes or much more 
merrt, there is no place to get 
the money to pay for improve- 
meats. Both of these alterna- 
tives are politically difficult, 
but there is some new clout — 
White House support -behind 
the principle of sharing more 
federal tax revenue with the 
states. 
Local 
building 
codes 
and 
labor practices have impeded 
the free use of new construction 
m aterials and methods, a big 
problem for such efforts as 
Operation Breakthrough. Some 
housing 
innovators have se­ 
riously considered building new 


houses 
under 
the 
name 
of 
“ mobile homes” in an effort to 
get around the maze of laws 
and rules that seem to be based 
on the premise that proper 
dwellings can only be built, by 
hand, of brick, wood and steel. 
There also are obstacles that 
are called, depending upon the 
source, human nature and local 
custom 
or 
selfishness 
and 
bigotry. If, for example, the 
cities must have better housing, 
schools 
and 
transportation, 
major problems exist in the 
form of citizen resistance to 
open occupancy hbusing, class­ 
room 
integration 
and 
the 
construction of new highways 
and transit tracks in their own 
neighborhoods. 
No man can say from present 
evidence that racial and social 
attitudes 
soon 
will 
be 
no 
impediment to urban progress. 
But the influence of govern­ 
ment, 
religion 
and 
mass 
communications are b e i n g 
brought to bear on them and 
change, however slow, is taking 
place. 


If all that has been said could 
be done starting right now, 
there still would remain the 
question: How should Amer­ 
ica’s cities be rebuilt?

It was p a r t w a y through 
December, about the 12th or 
13th. as I recall 
I jeeped 
through the village on my 
errands as a war correspon­ 
dent for the United Press. 
My eyes were attracted to 
the window of a small store 
on the main street. 
There 
stood a Christmas tree, cov­ 
ered with red and green 
lights and decorations cut 
out of the metalized paper 
used in .Army ration boxes. 
.At the base of the tree was 
a mound of neat packages, 
each carrying a name. 
Inside I found an air sup­ 
port group of the 7th Army’s 
XV Corps. Its activities were 
two-fold and contrasting. 
In the storefront soldiers, 
including a lieutenant colonel 
from 
Aurora. 
Ill . and a 
major from Brooklyn. N.Y.. 
were packaging candy, cook­ 
ies. souvenirs and bars of 
that cast-iron tropical choco­ 
late they still issued in the 
winter in the Vosges Moun­ 
tains. 
In the rear, other soldiers 
hunched over maps, wearing 
headsets. One line connected 
t h e m to a radar-equipped 
tank on a mountain top at 


the front a few miles to the 
north. Another line went to 
a radio transmitter guiding 
light bombers through fog to 
targets in a railroad yard be­ 
hind the G e r m a n lines. 
C o u r s e changes were or­ 
dered, crayoned on the maps 
and passed to the airplanes. 
At the end of a zigzag line 
the radar operator would 
pass the signal: 
“Over the 
target, bombs away!” 
“ Bombs away” would be 


relayed quietly to the pilots 
and as quietly confirmed. In 
the railroad yards t h e r e 
must have been pandemo­ 
nium as 500-pounders rained 
down from the fog. In the 
store at Drulingen there was 
only the hum of operational 
orders in the back and the 
cheerful chatter of the GI 
Santas up front preparing 
their party for Christmas 
eve. 
I arranged wit’, the two 


officers — both fathers lone­ 
some for their own children 
—to return 
on Christmas 
eve. 
A few days later my jeep 
ground to a halt before the 
little storefront in Drulingen. 
Some 40 children and a few 
parents were clustered at 
the doorway and the soldiers 
were passing out the Christ­ 
mas packages. 
“ What’s up?” I demanded. 
“ Why the early Christmas?” 
I was told that XV Corps 
had received sudden orders 
to pull out, move around the 
Saar and relieve Lt. Gen. 
George Patton’s 3rd Army. 
Couriers had been sent scur­ 
rying through the area to 
bring in the children for a 
premature party. 
A p u z z 1 e, but soon an­ 
swered. Within hours reports 
began to trickle down to the 
press camp in Alsace of a 
great G e r m a n armored 
thrust into the Ardennes. The 
battle known as the Battle 
of the Bulge began to flow 
menacingly across position 
maps. Patton’s a r m y had 
been ordered to wheel on its 
left flank and move north­ 
ward to contain the German 
armor along a line leading 
through a town called Bas- 
togne. XV Corps and its vol­ 
unteer Santas were to cover 
their rear. 
These men, who c o u l d 
bomb and benefit at the 
same time, could take the 
trouble to make a few kids 
happy on what was to be, for 
themselves, a bleak and wor­ 
risome Christmas. 
Drulingen is still a rural 
village with a handful of new 
stores where the old ones 
stood. 


I could not find anyone 
who remembered the early 
Christmas party 25 y e a r s 
ago.

The American space station 
proposed for the late 1970s may 
use artificial gravity to make 
its dozen crewgien feel more at 
home for months at a time in 
weightless orbit. Whether a 
gravity field is necessary for 
the 
physical 
well-being 
of 
spacemen over long periods of 
time is now the subject of 
debate among spa-e scientists. 
But needed or not, the feeling 
of weight might be a good thing 
to have in a space station 
whii h will attempt to produce 
an earth-llke environment for 
its occupants, said Charles W. 
Mathews, 
deputy 
associate 
space agency administrator. He 
heads the develc^ment of the 
sei ond generation orbital base. 
“ Just 
to do the mundane 
things 
of 
taking 
care 
of 
yourself, and eating, it might 
be very desirable to have an 
artificial 
‘G’ environment,” 
Mathews 'said in aji interview. 
“ At the same time, most of

the 
space station 
activities 
you envision will take advan­ 
tage of the space environment, 
and one of the more significant 
features of the space environ 
ment is weightlessness. 
“ The station that I would ei> 
vision ultimately would have 
sizeable 
volumes 
associated 
with both of these activities, 
with the artificial ‘G’ enviroiw 
ment associated wity day to 
day livir.i^ aspects and the zero 
*G' 
environment 
associated 
with laboratory aspects.” 
Mathews said artificial gravi­ 
ty (ould be created by rotating 
part 
of the space station, 
probably large arms extending 
from a cylindrical hub. The 
greatest “ weight” would be felt 
at the ends of the arms and the 
main 
body 
would 
remain 
weightless. 
The force ofartlflcia! gravity 
could be varied by the rotation 
and he said the most effective 
level might be between one- 
quarter and one-half the gravity 
felt on earth. Apollo lunar 
explorers reported that the one- 


sixth gravity of the moon is 
more pleasant 
than 
earth’s 
weight forces. “ On earth, we 
may have a little too much 
gravity to suit us,” Mathews 
said. 
He pointed out that the force 
field produced by rotation Is 
somewhat different from gravi­ 
ty on earth. Rotating systems 
produce 
side 
forces—called 
coriolis forces-that would re­ 
sult, for example, in a dropped 
object falling along a slightly 
curved path Instead of straight 
down. 
“ We don’t know how impor­ 
tant 
that is 
going to be,” 
Mathews said. “ Forinstance, if 
you travel down this boom at a 
normal 
walking 
speed 
you 
would have to hang on because 
there Is about a 50-pound side 
force on you as you proceed.” 
There also are questions on 
the physiological effects on a 
pierson who moves in and out of 
a gravity field on a day-to-day 
basis. 
“ So there are questions to be 
asked about all these things.

predict a financial windfall — or “ peace 
dividend” — for U.S. taxpayers with the termination of the 
Vietnam war. They believe the billions of dollars that have 
gone into the war each year will suddenly be available for all 
kinds of worthy social programs here at home. They may be 
in for a disappointment. Any financial cushion resulting from 
the end of the war will quickly be absorbed in a steady trend 
toward bigger government spending. 
Current facts 
concerning 
spending are anything but en­ 
couraging. It is reported that in the next fiscal year, the fed­ 
eral budget will top $200 billion. 
Interest on the public debt

next year will be up $1 billion. Social security benefits will 
increase nearly $4 billion. The cost of medicare will go up $1.2 
billion. Government workers will very likely be voted another 
pay increase. The Administration’s 
welfare program, 
as 
proposed, will add $4 billion to federal spending. Ten years 
ago, the federal budget passed the $100-billion mark for the 
first time — that means a 100 per cent spending increase in a 
single decade. 
It is hard to make these facts jibe with the notion that the 
end of the Vietnam war will end the financial problems of gov­ 
ernment and taxpayers — even momentarily.

on teaching. 
The 
mother 
lists 
her 
son’s 
involved and 
overlapping 
majors 
and minors and then 
adds: “ And this from 
a 
kid that hated 
school 
and 
was 
everything 
but 
a 
dropout.” 
The proud mother makes a 
plea for more understanding, 
clear that some change must be work­ 
ed out and it would appear that the 
school board in conjunction with the 
entire county school network is mov­ 
ing in that direction. 
The mother made the same state 
ment which I had attributed to Gor­ 
don deMarrais, vocational education co­ 
ordinator in Lompoc, namely that prac­ 
tically every subject offered in school 
is vocational. 
And like defylarrais she 
deplores the prevalent view that vo­ 
cational education is “ shop” implying 
that the student who is enrolled is 
not going to college, or that he has 
less real potential. 
The university catalog she sent me 
indicates that her son and perhaps hun­ 
dreds of his fellow students are taking 
such diverse subjects as agriculture 
(and only incidentally, genetics), gra­ 
phic arts, technical drafting, typography, 


power mechanics, machine design and 
on and on.

Behind the scenes 


Brandt, 
Inevita- 


Secretary of State William P. Rog­ 
ers has been privately advised that 
Communist East German leader Walter 
Ulbricht is asking Bonn to let him come 
to Bonn, fly an appeasement flag there 
and then tour West Germany. Behind 
the scenes there are hidden tremors for 
us in this urirevealed pitch — and for 
Ulbricht, too. 
Jacob D. Beam, our alert Ambassador 
to Moscow, has dis­ 
covered that Ulbricht 
is protesting to Mos­ 
cow about this ploy 
and that, in fact, the 
New 
West German 
Chancellor 
W illy 
Brandt, 
although 
Brandt stayed total­ 
ly mum on the mat­ 
ter in his recent vis­ 
it with Mr. Rogers 
in Brussels. 
Pro-Soviet charges against 
always denied, remain argued, 
bly, Brandt’s actions since winning the 
German 
chancellorship are weighed 
against his background. 
W illy Brandt’s real name is Herbert 
Karl Frahm. He was born in Ber­ 
lin a week before Christmas in 1913. 
Frahm fled to Norway in 1932. He sat 
out the war in Norway. There Brandt 
took his present name. He renounced 
his German citizenship and became a 
Norwegian citizen under today’s name. 
In 1948 he married a Norwegian girl, 
Mrs. Rut Hansen, the widow of a Nor­ 
wegian journalist. Brandt even served as 
the Norwegian press attache on a post­ 
war Norwegian mission to Berlin. 
Then Brandt renounced his Norwegian 
citizenship and reclaimed his German 
citizenship. The late, great pro-Western 
German Chancellor Konrad Adenauer, 
who literally detested Brandt, once spoke 
to me of him as an “ unreliable man 
of totally tentative convictions.” 
Ulbricht is, of course, a mere So­ 
viet stooge. He has a look in his eye 
like the old films of Leon Trotsky; there 
is also an impression of left-over vio­ 
lence in his thick shoulders and big 
hands. Ulbricht’s jowls drop from his 
craggy face like a rooster’s wattle 
and his political plums have long since 
dropped to the ground and rotted there, 
but he is propped up by the Kremlin, 
as the Nazis propped up Vidkun Quisl­ 
ing in Norway during the war, and this 
leaves him in nominal charge of East 
Germany. 
On the surface Ulbricht seems to re­ 
spond by quoting Shakespeare: “ Since 
I am a dog, beware my fangs.” How­ 
ever, you find him quick to bathe in 
self-pity — a man who feels mortified, 
debased, schemed against, gone unre­ 
cognized and double-crossed, although 
Ulbricht 
is 
as used to all this as 
eels are to skinning. 
A sim ilar motley crowd depends on 
him. They Include an estimated 400 
hard-core ex-Nazis In today’s East Ger­ 
man government, not the least of whom 
is Gen. W1111 Stoph, the Prim e Minister, 
no less. Their Brown shirts merely have 
been dyed Red. 
Ulbricht and his henchmen have a 
vested Interest in no entendre with West 
Germany. And at this delicate and per­ 
haps determining moment the State De­ 
partment believes that Brandt is mak­ 
ing them as nervous as a bystander 
caught in a bank holdup. 
With typical Communist guile the East 
German Communist party talks of Ger­ 
man reunification. But Ulbricht’s clan 
has always feared that any Improve­ 
ment in the relations between West Ger­ 
many and Eastern Europe would leave 
them isolated and more dependent than 
ever 
on 
Russian 
support. Ulbricht’s 
worst nightmare Is that, through Brandt, 


the Kremlin will embrace the new West 
German government. 
Brandt plugged for this in his elec­ 
tion run. Helpful to Brandt, the Krem­ 
lin issued a carefully - timed nonaggres­ 
sion pact proposal at the height of his 
campaign. Ambassador Beam informed 
Secretary Rogers that Ulbricht opposed 
this in Moscow. And, climbing in bed 
with this strange bedfellow on that is­ 
sue, so did our government and NATO 
oppose the Soviet bait. 
Disarmed 24 years ago, West Germ­ 
any’s 460,000 - man army is today No. 
1 in Western Europe and second only 
to the United States in the free world. 
As the Kremlin well knows, fear of the 
U.S.S.R. is the cement which holds NATO 


together, and the core of the entire 
structure is the aggregate U.S. — West 
German contingent. 


The State Department is convinced 
that Brandt’s entendre with Moscow 
would immediately further weaken the 
North Atlantic alliance, erode NATO 
drastically, and help isolate our country 
from Western Europe. Hand in hand 
with this it would increase Moscow’s 
sense of free - wheeling security to do 
largely as it pleased in Europe. Brandt 
would be giving Moscow a new weight 
in European affairs that all but shat­ 
ters our total postwar European policy.

Impatience 
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WASHINGTON (NEA) 
In America a worsening epidemic of 
distrust may do grave harm tothe demo­ 
cratic 
process. 
Responsibility for 
spreading the disease lies at many doors. 
The contagion has reached the point 
where many Ameri­ 
cans no longer try 
seriously to determ­ 
ine when they are 
hearing at least ap­ 
proximate truths and 
when they are not. 
They simply retire to 
the fragile comfort 
of believing that noth­ 
ing is to be believed. 
It is not just a mat­ 
ter of young vs. old, 
establishment vs. an­ 
tiestablishment, militant vs. moderate, 
government vs. press. The wounds of dis­ 
trust cut deep even within these oppos­ 
ing categories of society. 
The recent White House Conference on 
Food, Nutrition and Health was alive 
with little “ caucuses” of delegates bus­ 
ily separating themselves from the con­ 
ference mainstream. But if you eaves­ 
dropped on two people attached to, say, 
the “ Appalachian caucus,” you might 
hear something like this: 
“ Joe says we’ve got to act on the 
basis of that report his group put togeth­ 
er last summer. But Jim says the report 
was badly done and left out a lot of im­ 
portant things. I don’t know who to be­ 
lieve.” 
Where did it all start? It would prob­ 
ably take a thoroughly researched book 
to say definitely. But let’s give it an op­ 
ening try. 


The immense growth of government in 
an era of social ferment, technological 
revolution, knowledge explosion and fre­ 
quent war is a major factor. 
Men in political power are understand­ 
ably self-protective. Wars have made it 
easier for them, since they can hide 
behind the shield of “ necessary securi­ 
ty.” 


W ar’s effect has been deeper than that. 
Somewhere early in our history, U.S. 
politicans concluded that Americans can­ 
not absorb unpleasant truths but like to 
hear only a constant warbling of opti­ 
mistic notes. Inasmuch as war is ines­ 
capably ugly, brutal and chaotic, U.S. 
leaders have for more than four dec­ 
ades been cushioning that reality. 


Vietnam, “ television’s first war. ” has 
by its living-room presence and vivid 
immediacy ripped away a part —but only 


a part — of that cushion. The reality, 
though still barely glimpsed, has had 
shock effect. A leader’s soothing words 
do not reassure, as they might have 
done in 1918 or 1944. 


By its very immensity, government 
has compounded the problem of trust. 
A huge bureaucracy is more prone to 
error than a small one. Yet its size 
and complexity make it much easier 
to bury mistakes in little corners where 
even cabinet heads and presidents do not 
discover them. The monster has a self- 
protective life of its own, apart from its 
leaders. 


Government’s growth has come, too, at 
a time when many of its tasks — geared 
to the scientific and technological revo­ 
lution occurring outside - have become 
harder and harder for the ordinary citi­ 
zen to fathom. He is almost wholly de­ 
pendent on the translations to layman’s 
language given him by spokesmen for the 
experts operating “ inside.” Even out- 
side experts seldom know enough. With 
no real check, the citizen’s trust is shak­ 
en. 


Today’s 
incredible 
social ferment 
— racial, student, lower middle class 
while - heightens further the distrust 
of government. Americans, historically, 
have not often treated their leaders with 
high regard. Now they are throwing the 
whole process of representative govern­ 
ment open to question. 


Impatience, an old American trait, has 
been fanned furiously, again by the im- 
immediacy and high visibility televi­ 
sion has given so many of the nation’s 
difficulties and conflicts. Government 
seems 
the immovable glacier, and the 
mood of many is to melt it with flame­ 
throwers. 


At this crtMral meeting mint 
the 
burden for the spread of distrust moves 
away from government and falls upon 
people - young and old, right and left, 
black and white. Distrust can 
be 
a 
verbal flame-thrower to incinerate ra­ 
tional thought, to blot out even approxi­ 
mate truths with a blackened overlay of 
empty slogans and mindless distortion. 


There is still much vital truth around 
us 
some easy at hand, some needing 
diligent search. If government, press 
and people do not soon put their sights 
on it, then the distrust all three have 
spurred could engulf this society In a fire­ 
storm of self-destruction.
